Love Letters from Lord Sudley to His 
“Darling, Darling, Pet Puss” Are 
Read in a London Court.

London, June 9.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.]|—May Gore, an actress, 
appeared before the Lord Chief Justice to- 
day with a bushel of letters promising mar- 
riage by Lord Sudley, a son of the Earl of 
Arran and an officer in the Horse Guards. 
She sued for £15,000 for breach of promise. 
May “Gore was once a dancer in “ Little 
Christopher’ in New York. Her lawyers, 
in opening the case, declared that Sudley 
continually offered marriage, verbally and 
by letters addressed to “ Pussy ” and signed 
** Podge.”’ 

The relationship lasted happily for thirty 
months and Lord Sudley made.a will in her 
favor, but his parents tnterfered and fore 
consideration of $2,500 she delivered up the 
letters and signed a release of all claims 
upon Lord Sudley. According to.the lawyer 
she transferred her affection to a man named 
Sturton. This might have ripened into mar- 
riage, according to the counsel, but fifteen 
months later Lord Sudley again sought her 
on a basis of marriage. 

During a most assiduous courtship his 
Lordship bombarded her with visits and let- 
ters which were interrupted only by a six- 
weeks’ tour which she made to America. 
She was at first deaf to his entreaties, but 
reflected that a man who was so earnest 
would make a good husband. 

Lord Sudley, who was ill with typhoid- 
fever, wrote to her twice daily and then was 
ordered to Cairo. The Earl of Arran discov- 
ered the renewal of his son's disobedience 
and Lord Sudley returned and said that he 
had given way to the importunities of his 
father and decided not to marry. He said: 
** You do not know what itis to have a father 
kneeling before you and begging you not to 
disgrace your family.” . 

Counsel then read Lord Sudley’s letters 
written during the second courtship, in 
which he asked her to make up your 
“ Pussy "’ mind. He called her his “ Dar- 
ling, darling, fat puss’ and “ Dear ugly, 
ugly, dear, fat cat.’’ In others he assured 
her of the sacredness of his love. Her law- 
yer said the family pride of the defendant 
had been saved toa large extent by the sacri- 
fice of the life of Miss Gore, but the under- 
taking of a man holding her Majesty's com- 
mission and who would ome day be a peer of 
the realm could not be broken lightly. 

May Gore, in a gorgeous black ‘velvet 
gown, richly embroidered, and undera Paris 
hat with great black ostrich plumes, took 
the witness-box and said her name was Mary 
Smith. She came to London seven years 
ago and took the name of Mary Sherbrooke. 
She told of her experience with Lord Sudley, 
and said she broke off with Mr. Sturton 
when she made up her mind to accept Lord 
Sudley after her return from America. 
When they renewed their relations he want- 
ed to show her his family jewels, and took 
her to his house. When he. broke with 
her she reproached him, and he said: 
“There’s no use talking. You can’t say 
anything bad enough. I am a miserable 
coward, but it comes to this, I cannot marry 
you.”’ 

Mrs. Richmond, the plaintiff’s sister, swore 
that once whilo visiting her sister Lord Sud- 
ley called and while May was out of the 
rvom said: “* Do you know we are to be mar- 
ried on Christmas?’ 

Sir Edward Clarke, counsel for Lord Sud- 
ley, said the alleged promise of marriage 
was utterly without corroboration. The jury 
was asked if it could believe that a woman 
of such a life, having an offer of marriage 
from’ an heir to an Earidom, could nog 
make up her mind to accept it. 

Lord Sudley went in the box and said that 
when he was 21 years old he was quartered 
at Knight#bridge and mét the plaintiff. He 
never offered marriage. At Cairo his father 
prevailed on him to break off.the relation- 
ship and he did so. He promised to provide 
for her for life. His Lordship declared there 
was not a word of truth in Mrs. Richmond’s 
statement.

The circumstances surrounding the loss 
of the child, his friends believe, point strong- 
ly towards a kidnaping. This idea is 
strengthened by the evidence of some boya 
who told the police they had seen a drunken 
man pick up the Hollis child and disappear 
with him in the woods south of Jackson 
Park. 

All night long a crowd of excited men 
searched through the woods and along the 
lake shore. Many deserted houses and shel- 
ters built by tramps were ransacked, but no 
trace was found of the missing child. Mr. 
Hollis led a searching party, half crazed 
with grief, while at the Hollis residence,

women Were attending the mother, who was 
in hysterics. 
Disappears in a Moment. 

The child vanished as in a minute and the 
utmost endeavors of the police could not 
disclose the slightest traces of his wherea- 
bouts. 

Early in the evening Mr. Hollis started out 
for a walk, taking his child with him. A 
short distance from his house is a grocery 
store, and here Mr. Hollis stopped to makea 
few purchases. While he was talking to the 
grocer it is*gsupposed the boy wandered out 
on the sidewalk, where he was seen and 
taken by the mysterious man reported to 
the police. 

The child's absence was noticed within a 
few minutes by the father who, after search- 
ing through the neighborhood, returned 
home, thinking the boy had wandered there 
himeelf, $ut when he-found that the child 
had not been seen he at once became 
alarmed and began a thorough search 
through the homes of his neighbors and 
wherever it seemed possiblie the boy could 
have gone. 

Unsuccessful in this, he telephoned to the 
Woodlawn Police Station explaining the 
case and asking for help from the police. 
Capt. Shippy at once detailed a number of 
policemen on the case and once more the 
neighborhood around the Hollis residence 
was carefully searched. 

Not a trace of the child’s whereabouts was 
found for some time. Finally some small 
boys playing in the street recalled they had 
seen a man, apparently drunk, pick up the 
missing child and disappear with him in the 
woods south of Jackson Park. Then it was 
Mr. Hollis and his neighbors first suspected 
the child had been kidnaped, and the hunt 
was at once begun again with renewed vigor. 
Every man in the neighborhood and the 
small boys from several neighborhoods 
turned out, equipped with lanterns, and 
joined the policemen in their hunt through 
the woods. 

Fishermen’s Huts Ransacked. 

The district south of Jackson Park was 
thoroughly gone over by the ,volunteer 
searchers, who numbered over 100, and the 
lake shore was traversed a dozen times, but 
with the same lack of success that had at- 
tended the hunt elsewhere. Half a dozen 
deserted shanties and fishermen’s huts were 
found. Before each the’*searching party 
would gather in silent expectation, while 
the police would batter in the door and ran- 
sack the rooms for a trace of the boy and 
his abductor. But nowhere could the slight- 
est clew be found. 

When the man disappeared in the woods 
with the child he vanished as completely as 
if he had been swallowed up, and the police 
were finally forced to acknowledge they 
were at least temporarily baffled. 

But the search was not given up. All 
night long willing neighbors followed Mr 
Hollis as he wandered through the woods 
and along the lake shore in a vain quest for 
his son. Many were worn out by fatigue, 
but others took their places and the little 
band of searchers kept diligently at work 
all through the night. - 

Mr. Hollis was distracted with grief, while 
his wife gave way under the strain as the 
hours passed without any news of her child, 
and finally became hysterical. The women 
in the neighborhood, who could not join the 
searching party, has*ened to the home and 
did ev in their power to comfort and 
quiet the half-crazed woman. *

FINDS A FEATHER BED IN THE STREET. 


Watchman MacDonough Thinks It Fell 
Off a Wagon, but Neighbors Say the 
; Cyclone Brought It. 


Watchman MacDonough, who waves a 
flag on the railroad crossing at Fortieth 
street and Wabash avenue, had an advertise- 
ment in the *“* Found " columns of the papers 
yesterday which attracted considerable at- 
tention. People read every day of spectacles 
and pocketbooks and watches being lost and 
found, but it is seldom a notice appears in 
the papers like the one over the name of 
Watchman MacDonough. It was: 

‘* Found—A feather bed.”’ 

When the neighbors of Watchman Mac- 
Donough heard of his wonderful find they at 
once examined their pockets to see if they 
had not carelessly dropped a feather bed 
while passing along the street. But while 
one claimed to have lost a bunch of keys and 
another a pocket comb no one was found 
who had lost a feather bed. 

The watchman found the bed immediately 
after the miniature cyclone last Sunday, and 
the generally accepted theory is that the 
feather bed had been carried several miles 
by the wind. Thetheory seems more plausi- 
ble when it is remembered that a turtle was 
dropped out of the clouds last Sunday in 
Fifty-fifth street, and a wind that would 
maliciously kidnap an unsuspecting mud- 
turtle would not hesitate to abscond with a 
feather bed. 7 

The fact that the merchants in Fortleth 
street are jealous of those in Fifty-fifth 
street, toward which all eyes were turned 
for two days after the finding of the turtle, 
might account for some of the stories float- 
ing around Fortieth street yesterday, one 
of which was that the mudturtle was car- 
ried along on the feather bed by the wind, 
and that after the turtle was dumped off at 
Fifty-fifth street the cyclone veered about 
and returned the feather bed to Fortieth 
street and dropped it in front of the shanty 
of MacDonough. 

While local pride would account for the 
coloring of some of the stories told about the 
feather bed, the fact cannot be disputed by 
any one who wishes to remain a friend of the 
people in Fortieth street that the feather 
bed fell out of the sky at the time the winds 
were at their height. 

Watchman MacDonough himself, strange- 
ly enough, is the only one who questions the 
cyclone theory of the origin of the feather 
bed. The watchman says he was in the 
shanty at the time, but heard what he 
thinks was a heavily loaded dray passing, 
and he even insists that the feather bed fell 
off the dray. The neighbors, however, say 
the strange noise he heard was the voice of 
the mudturtle begging to be let off at For- 
tieth street. Meantime Watchman Mac- 
Donough is advertising the feather bed. 


GREAT HAVOC BY STORM AT NEWARK. 


‘wind and Rain Sweep Everything Be- 
fore Them and Do $150,000 
Damage 


New York, June 9.—{Specidl.J—A violent 


In order to accomplish the robbery the 
burglars overpowered two men employed by 
the company who slept in the rear of the 
store, and after tying them hand and foot 
threw them into one corner of the kitchen, 
where they remained until released early 
this morning. 

That the robbers were skilled cracksmen 
is shown by the manner in which the pafe 
was drilled. They brought burglars’ tools 
of the finest description with them, and the 
use of such tools was necessary to speedily 
gain an entrance to the steel vault. After 
getting the money the thieves made a hur- 
ried departure, leaving their tools ‘on the 
floor in front of the wrecked safe. 


Knew There Was Money There. 

That the job was carefully planned and 
that the thieves knew there was booty in the 
store is evidenced by the fact that today is 
pay-day for all of the Cafeteria company’s 
establishments, and the salaries of the em- 
ployés, already put up in envelopes, were in 
the vault. At no, other time of the week or 
the month was there such a large amount of 
money kept on the premises. 

The two men who were left to guard the 
premises and who were bound and gagged by 
the robbers are Ralph Weist and Ernest 
Schram. To the police officers who visited 
the place after the robbery was discovered 
they said that the four men came to the 
front door of the place shortly after 10 
o'clock, and, after knocking on the door sev- 
eral times, rang the bell. Believing they 
were helpers to the boss baker they admit- 
ted them. 

The first one who entered drew a revolver 
and, ordering them to keep quiet, called his 
companions in. Weist and, Schram were 
then marched to the kitchen in the rear of 
the restaurant, where they were bound hand 
and foot and watched by one of the gang. 


Break Into the Vault. 


The other robbers then reéntered the res- 
taurant and went to work on the vault, 
which is in’ the rear of the room. After 
using the drills for fifteen or twenty min- 
utes the blows of a heavy sledge resounded 
through the room and the crashing of the 
metal plates of the combination lock showed 
the robbers were successful. They dis- 
turbed nothing in the vault save the satchel 
which contained the money. 

William Boozer, one of the bakers, came to 
work at midnight, and found one of the men 
who had been bound at the front door at- 
tempting to open it, he having partially suc- 
ceeded in releasing his hands. 

The police at Central Station were 
notified, and the two men who had been 
bound were taken to the station and ques- 
tioned by the officials. . : 

The story they told was considered to be 
truthful, and with the additional evidence 
of the tools of the burglars, which were 
taken possession of by the police, and the 
badly wrecked safe, the police were con- 
vinced expert gophers had been at work. 

A good description of the four men was 
obtained and at once sent out to all sta-

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CYCLONE RIPS THROUGH ALABAMA. 


Town of Wyeth Is Demolished—Two 
Are Hurt by Fiying Debris—Two 
Killed By Lightning. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 9.—{Special.J— 
Wyeth City, a small manufacturing com- 
munity in the outskirts of Guntersville, in 
North Alabama, was Swept by a cyclone 
about noon today. The path of the storm 
traversed the principal street of the town 
and leveled everything in its course to the 
sround. Thirteen houses were demolished 
and fencesand outbuildings lifted from their 
foundations. Trees were uprooted and the 
air was filled with flying débris. 

No less than eighty people escaped miracu- 
lously with life. Two lives were lost in the 
storm and many people were more or 
less injured from contact with the flying 
missiles and others had limbs broken and 
distorted. Cattle and horses were killed. 

Wyeth City is composed of a working 
population, upon whom the loss falls heavily, 
for some familes had all their earthly pos- 
sessions swept away. The citizens of Gun- 
tersville were pressed into a relief corps to 
care for the homeless and wounded. A mass- 
meeting was held at the court-house and 
funds raised for a relief. 

The dead are Ed Long and a woman as 
yet unidentified, who were struck by light- 
ning. 

Over a hundred people are injured. Thir- 
teen houses were demolished and many part- 
ly destroyed. 


Six of the injured are reported to be dying.

NO ROOMS FOR NEGROES. 


Delegates Were Slow in Asking 
for Hotel Quarters. : 


CHAIRMAN CARTER ON HAND 


Meeting of the National Committee to 
Be Held Today, 


DEPEW AS PERMANENT CHAIRMAN,

St. Louis, Mo., June 9.—[{Special.}]—St. Lotig 
has become the hotbed of politics, and the 
city is fast filling up with. prominent men, 
who are coming here to attend the National 
Republican convention. 

The housing of the hegro delegates con- 
tinues to be the most talked about matter 
in connection with the big gathering. Judge 
Long, national committeeman from Florida, 
Spent all day yesterday to secure quarters 
for them, but today he is no nearer a solu< - 
tion of the problem than when he took a re- 
cess from his trials last night. 

“The committeeman of each State,” said 
Judge Long, “is responsible for the ac- 
commodations of his delegation. It is his 
duty to secure quarters for all the delegates 
and alternates. There is never any quéstion 
about the hotel bills being paid. Everybody 
knows that at a Republican convention fully 
one-half of the delegates are colored men. 
I am not inclined to rail against the local 
committee that has the arrangements in 
charge. It is a little early yet, but I have 
tried hard to make arrahgements for the 
Florida colored delegates, and can’t get a 
place that I would send a hog to fatten in, let 
alone put a man who is able and willing to 
pay liberally for temporary quarters. 


No Rooms for Colored Men. . 


“IT thought we had all these matters sete 
tled in advance, but when I went to make 
sure of them I was told by the hotel pro< 
prietor that the former agreements wera 
all off, and it was impossible to take the 
colored delegates, because there was no 
room for them. Now we voted to bring the 
convention to St. Louis throughout the con- 
test, and I was one of the committeemen 
who took special pains to know how the 
colored delegates are to be cared for, know- 
ing the conditions here. We were assured 
in the most earnest and binding terms that 
they would be treated just as well as the 
white delegates, and were told not to let 
that question bother ug in the least. 

“ The local committeemen say they have g 
plan to meet the emergency, but if they have 
I have not been able to learn of itand I have 
tried my best to do so. I have a letter from. 
a man who evidently thought he had solved’ 
the negro problem. The letter says the 
writer has three beautiful rooms elegantly 
furnished in a respectable neighbe rhoo¢ 
near the convention hall, The address 
Spruce street.

Clayton Explains the Trouble. 
“The colored men,” says Powell Clayton, 
*‘ really have no just complaint to make, and 
I think they will recognize that fact when 
they come to think. ‘Quarters for their dele. 
gations, I am told, were not sought until all 
the choice places in the city had been ene 
gaged. Certainly they cannot now’ expect 
that discrimination will be made in their 
favor, when it would not be accorded to the 
most prominent white man in the country.” 
James Cox, Secretary of the Business- 
Men’s League, denied emphatically that the 
negroes were being discriminated agains 
He said Committeeman Hill of Mississipp 
had no right to complain if he could not find 
hotel accommodations. A letter had been 
written to him more than a month ago tell« 
ing him that unless early application wags 
made all the rooms at the hotels would be 
taken. In this letter the Business-Men‘g 
League offered to engage rooms for Hill and 
the Mississippi delegation. He did not reply 
to this. 
“ Furthermore,” continued Mr. Cox, “ Mr, 
Hill has not been to see us since he came to 
the city. If he will come here we will find 
him good rooms and board. All this tall 
about the color line fs nonsense. We made 
the promise to take care of the colored dele« 
gates and will do it. If they ref to come 
and let us know they desire lodgings then 
the fault is not ours,” 
Chairman Carter Is Silent. 
Thomas H. Carter, Chairman of the Nas 
tional Republican committee, landed at the 
Southern Hotel tonight in company with 
Senators Gear of Iowa, Shoup.of Idaho, and 
Hansbrough of North Dakota. Mr. Carter 
wore a short sack coat of black alpaca, 
tall silk hat, and a good sprinkling of cins 
ders and coal soot.

~ Hanna-.of Cleveland will land in the morn- 
ing, bringing with him Gen. William Os- 
Korne of Boston, J. P. Smith, and a few 
more friends. Everybody seems to be wait- 
ing for Mr. Hanna, and the proceedings will 
receive a decided impetus when he arrives. 
Mr. Hanna was reasonably prominent in the 
conventions of eight and four years ago, but 
he seems to be a king pin this year. It is 
current gossip in all the papers that he 
aspires to the Chairmanship of the National 
committee, and if he wants it why it goes, 
that’s all. The correspondents will lay for 
Mr. Hannh in the morning, and he will find 
himseif the biggest man in these parts for 
the next ten days. 

Some Notable Colored Men. 


Few of the colored men are Nere as yet. 
John R. Lynch of Mississippi strolled into 
thesSouthern tonight and said the National 
eeiroites made a great mistake in locating 
the convention in St: Louis. It ought to have 
been in Chicago, according to Mr. Lynch. 
By the way, the seat of every colored dele- 
gate, Col. Perry Carson always excepted, 
is in doubt. Col. Perry is coming, and he 
will wear a new white sombrero purchased 
for the occasion. Bob Smalls of South Car- 
olina is coming, too, and as a matter of 
course Cuney of Texas. The colored breth- 
ren will engage in the time-honored row over 
seats. The contestants in Texas and Louis- 
jana are said to have declared for Cornelius 
N. Bliss of New York for Vice-President, 
and-some people are mean enough to.insin- 
uate that*they wish to better their chances 
of success for their seats. 

“Under no possible circumstance and in 
no imaginable emergency will Mr. Reed ac- 
cept the nomination for the Vice-Presidency. 
He will not accept even if the convention 
should nominate him and adjourn.”

In the lapel of his coat, instead of the usual 
crimson carnation, was a brand new cam- 
paign button which was displayed for the 
first time. On a dark blue background was 
a gold Napoleonic hat and the inscription 
“ McKinley, St. Louis, June 16, 1806.""

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THEY TURN TO CHICAGO. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR REMOVAL OF THE 
CONVENTION FROM ST. LOUIS. 


Chairman Carter and Others Indig- 
nant Concerning the Reported Dis- 
crimination Against Colored Men— 
It Is Asserted Now That the Dimi- 
culty Has Been Smoothed Over— 
Minneapolis Comes to the Front 
with an Offer Without Delay. 

Indianapolis, Ind., June 9,—[Special.]— 

Chairman Thomas H. Carter of the Repub- 


lican National committee stopped off here a | 


few minutes this afternoon on his way to 
St. Louis, and announcéd that the Repub- 
licah convention should be transferred to 
Chicago at once if St. Louis hotels and 
restaurants are going to discriminate 
against colored delegates. 

Chairman Carter had not heard of the 
St. Louts boycott until this morning. His 
first opportunity to relieve himeelf on the 
subject was afforded when he was seen at 
the Union Station between trains, 

“The National committee will meet in St. 
Louis tomorrow morning,”’ said Mr. Carter, 
‘‘and I shall lay the boycott matter before 
it the first thing. It would be probably the 
first subject considered anyway, if the re- 
ports in today’s papers are correct. This is 
a matter that cannot be ignored, It is un- 
precedented and approaches the limit in 
audacity. 

“When it was voted to send the conven- 
tion to St. Louis all manner of promises re- 
garding the hospitality of St. Louls were 
held. out. Such an emergency as this was 
not dreamed of. 

“T believe Chicago on even the limited 
notice between now and next Tuesday could 
arrange to take care of the convention. 
This boxcott is an outrage, and speaking for 
myself, I am in favor of transferring the 
convention if the colored delegates are not 
to be accorded the right sort of treatment.” 

Mr. Carter was met at the train by a num- 
ber of Indiana Republicans, and they were 
all of one mind that the convention should 
be taken to Chicago. 

Chairman Gowdy of the State committee 
telegraphed to the Business-Men’s League at 
St. Louis protesting against the boycott, and 
saying further that this action would pre- 
vent Republicans ever considering St. Louis 
again as a plaée for holding the convention. 
There is a colored alternate on the Indiana 


delegation. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 9.—In connection with 
the color-line trouble Chairman Carter said 
tonight the matter had been adjusted, as he 
believed, in a satisfactory manner. .When 
he read the first statement of the difficulty he 
stated to a friend in Indianapolis that if it 
was found impossible in 8t. Louis to find 
accommodations for Republicans on account 
of color it might be necessary to take the 
convention to some place where men could 
be lodged and fed. 

Mr. Carter has been informed by members 
of the local committee that there will not 
be any further difficulty, although it is 
understood that at all of the leading hotels 
no quarters have been available for colored 
men, applicants always having been in- 
formed that the rooms had all been taken, 
and the hotels informed members of the com- 
mittee today that for more than thirty days 
all rooms have been engaged for the conven- 
tion week.

MARK HANNA THREATENS HOTELS. 


Telegraphs to Cancel Contracts 
Where Colored Man Is Barred Out. 


Cleveland, O., June 9.—[Special.)—This 
morning Mark Hanna telegraphed Judge A. 
C. Thompson in St. Louis authorizing him 
to spare no expenditure of money in making 
the colored delegates and other Afro-Amer- 
icans ‘in attendance upon the convention 
thoroughly comfortable. 

Mr. Hanna expressed himself as loath to 
belleve without systematic and exhaustive 
inquiry that the people of the metropolis of 
Missouri had taken measures to make the 
stay of the colored people difficult or im- 
possible as. reported this morning. The sit- 
uation in regard to representatives of the 
negro race had been thoroughly discussed 
before the National committee had balloted 
upon St. Louls as the convention city. It 
was then definitely agreed that no objection 
would be raised to the colored meh. That 
due provision would be made for their ac- 
commodation, contracts had been made with 
several hotels in St. Louts for the board 
and lodging of the negroes. 

Dispatches were forwarded to each with 
promptitude asking whether the reports re- 
garding their refusal to admit men of Afri- 
can descent were true. It is the intention to 
cancel absolutely all contracts where this 
disposition is manifest, and in one instance 
at least the amount involved is in excess of 
$8,000. No pains will be spared to take care 
of all members of the Afro-American race, 
and money is not an object where the ordi- 
nary demands of justice are arbitrarily in- 
fringed. 

Mr. Hanna also wired Judge A. C. Thomp- 
son to the effect that President C. F. Leach 
of the Ohio Republican Lémgue had offered 
the use of the St. Louls Exposition Building 
for the colored delegates. The league has 
leased the building as a headquarters and 
meeting place. i 

Mr. Hanna received a telegram from John 
Milholland of New York, tendering the use 
of a special train of sleeping cars which will 
carry a New York party to 8t. Louis for the 
coiored delegates. |

INDIGNATION MEETING AT PEORIA. 


Colored Voters There Want the Con- 
vention Removed to Chicago. 

Peorta, Ill., June 9.—[{Special.]—A meeting 
of the colored voters of Peoria was held to- 
night at the A. M. Ed Church, having been 
called by the Rey. Jesse 8. Woods, National 
President for the Northwest of the Afro- 
American League. 

It was an indignation meeting, held for the 
purpose of taking action regarding the con- 
duct of the people of St. Louis in drawing 
the color line on the delegates to the Repub- 
lican National convention. 

Addresses were made by several persons, 
and the following telegrams were sent: 

“To the Honorable Mayor of the City of 
Chicago: We, the Afro-American citizens 
of Peoria, in mass-meeting assembled, ask 
in the name of moe 28 justice, reasonable 
equality, and Republican principle that you 
extend to the National Republican commit- 
tee at St. Louis an invitation to hold the 
convention at the Nation's convention city, 
Chicago, where men think more of business

Gibbs, declared today that 
he and fifteen other colored, Republicans of 
this city had decided not to go to St. Louis 
because the hotels and restaurants there 
would not accommodate colored delegates 
and visitors. 


VIOLATION OF A DISTINCT PLEDGE. 


St. Louis Promised the Colof Line 
Should Not Be Drawn. 

Republican leaders in Chicago will do their 
best to have the color line abolished in St. 
Louis. They deem the action taken there 
not only unjust but eminently impolitic. 
They contend that the St. Louis representa- 
tives knew what to expect when they 
fought for the convention and should not 
now take steps that may prove detrimental 
to the best interests of the party. 

That the exclusion of the colored dele- 
gates will give offense is deemed certain. 
There are no colored delégates from Illinois, 
but there are between 30,000 and 40,000 col- 
ored voters in the State, and it is feared that 
they may hold the local] leaders here respon- 
sible for wrongs done them in St. Louis. 
Dr, T. N. Jamieson, John R. Tanner, and 
Secretary Van Cleave left for St. Louis last 
hight and threatened to cause trouble if the 
colored delegates were not -accorded the 
Bame rights as the white. 

“I am in hopes that the reports that have 
been sent out from St. Louis have been 
exaggerated,”’ said John R. Tanner, just be- 
fore leaving thecity. ‘‘ There wasa distinct 
understanding that no color line should be 
drawn, but that the negroes should have the 
same accommodations and the same courte- 
sies as the white delegates. We took pains 
not to have thé matter left to chance, and 
so it was brought up and discussed. It is 
true that the hotel proprietors reserved the 
right to bar out any man, white or black, 
who was deemed objectionable, but it was 
distinctly said that the fact of a man being 
black should cut no figure in the assignment 
of rooms.” 

Dr. Jamieson was indignant but hopeful. 
He said St. Louis should not have ot pein 
vention if its citizens were not willing in 
all fairness to put aside lines of distinction. 
He said: 

_. There were three colored men on the 
National committee at the Arlington House 
in Washington when the matter was dis- 
cussed, and you may be sure there was no 
objection then to the black man or there 
would have been a protest filed immediately. 
Those men voted for St. Louis and that city 
was glad to get the votes. It is a shame 
that it should even be intimated now that 
the colored delegates are not wel®éome. I 
think the business-men of St. Louis have 
been short-sighted and cruelly unjust.”’ 

“St. Louls was crafty enough to wait till 
it got the convention before it drew the 
color line,”” said Secretary Van Cleave, 
“and if it had not it would not have gotten 
the convention. If that. city wants to please 
end not work harm to the convention and 
the party it will have to do the fair thing 
and keep its pledges. It is certainly under 
pledge to treat the colored delegates as if 
they were white.’’ , 


, PLATT IS CONJURING WITH BRADLEY 


Kentucky Man Recalls a Withdrawal 
at the New-Yorker’s Request. 
Lexington, Ky., June 9.—[Special.]—A gen- 
tleman close to Gov. Bradley says the Gov- 
ernor denies having withdrawn from the 
Presidential race because he was advised 
to. make such a denial by Platt and others 
by wire on last Thursday, they assuring 

him that McKinley could yet be beaten. 

On Wednesday Assistant Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Forrester authoritatively stated to the 
press that Gov. Bradley had withdrawn, 
the wording of the withdrawal having been 


| dictated to a typewriter by the Governor, 


and the corrections made in the Gov- 
éernor’s handwriting. It seems that as soon 
as Platt and the anti-McKinley men in New 
York read Bradley's withdrawal on Thurs- 
day morning they kept the wires to Frank- 
fort red hot begging him to deny having 
made such a statement to any newspaper 
men. Accordingly the deniaP was sent out 
from Frankfort. 

Kentucky Republicans) were greatly sur- 
prised by it, especially the leading mef in 
the party, who know that Bradley’s with- 
drawal was authoritative. 

Frankfort, Ky., June 9.—[{Special.]}—Gov. 
Bradley is tonight in consultation with the 
Republican leaders here, preparing an inter- 
view, which, it is said, will be thrown asa 
bombshell into the McKinley camp tomor- 
row. 

When McKinley was at Thomasville, Ga., 
two years ago on his tour Bradley wrote to 
him asking what currency position he (Brad- 
ley) should take, and adding that he leaned 
toward free silver. At the same time he 
wrote to five other men, now Presidential 
candidates, and obtained their views. Ac- 
cording to the McKinley managers Bradley 
was advised to declare for sound money by 
McKinley. The Governor will not publish 
McKinley's letters, as they are confidential, 
but he will tell what McKinley did not say. 
He will also probably print two of the other 
letters. 


THERE IS TROUBLE IN DELAWARE, 


J. Edward Addicks Fears His Delega- 
tion May Be Ousted. 

Wilmington, Del., June 9.—[Special.]—The 
Republicans of this State are agitated over 
the question of their representation in the 
St. Louis convention. J. Edward Addicks 
went to Canton last week to confer with 
Maj. McKinley on the subject. Just what 
the result of this conference was is not 
known, though the anxiety and uneasiness 
among Addicks’ friends and lieutenants 
here, who have had private advices from 
him, seem to indicate that he received lit- 
tle encouragement.

SEVENTH DISTRICT DEMOCRATS TO

Jacksonville, Ill., June 9.—[{Special.}~The 
Democratic Congressional convention of the 
Sixteenth District will convene here at 10 
o'clock a. m. tomorrow. 

Already the clans are gathering for the 
fray. Finis E. Downing was first on the 
grounds, accompanied by his Cass County 
cohorts, all appealing to the arriving dele- 
gates to help rebuke the action of the Re- 
publican Congress in giving Rinaker his 
seat. Downing is working for sympathy 
and his work is telling. It is rumored that he 
is the second choice of Pike and Scott Coun- 
ties and the first choice of little Calhoun, 

Ex-Congressman J. M. Riggs is here in 
charge of Scott County’s delegation and 
will nominate James Callans if he can. If 
not he will try to beat Hinrichsen out of the 
Congressional nomination and at the same 
time lay out Senator Allen, his old-time po- 
litical enemy, who is seeking a nomination 
to the State Senate. 

Jersey County bobs up serenely for Hin- 
richsen, and Tom Fern is chief manager of 
Buck's boom. Joe Page, who is on Jersey 
County’s delegation, is for Rainey, but the 
rest of the delegation is talking Hinrichsen. 

Henry T. Rainey of Green seems to have 
the majority of Macoupin County’s delega- 
tion for him, but both Hinrichsen and Down- 
ing have some strength in that delegation. 

W. E. Williams of Pike expects to get 
Scott County early in the fight. Among the 
Pike delegates Senator Higbee, W. H. Crow, 
and L. D. Hirsheimer are making their in- 
fluence felt, and are fighting desperately 
to secure Williams’ nomination. 

A Hinrichsen rooter was. electioneering 
with the delegates this evening, and was 
urging his nomination for the following rea- 
son: That Hinrichsen being Chairman of 
the State committee would enable him to se- 
cure a large share of the campaign funds for 
use in his district; that he would provide the 
best speakers for the political rallies; that on 
account of his prominence among silver ad- 
vocates the giants of cheap money would 
rally to his support; that Bland, Stone, 
Champ Clark, and Hatch of Missouri, and 
Bryan of Nebraska would all fly to his rescue 
should he be in danger of defeat; that such 
& campaign weuld get out the Democratic 
vote and help elect every county ticket in the 
district. 

At this time the fight seems to be between 
Downing and Hinrichsen, with the chances 
a little in Downing’s favor.

Pittsfield, MIll., June 9.—([(Special.)—The 
Democratic convention for Pike County 
which met here today declared for free sil- 
ver, 16 to 1, indorsed Altgeld by saying 
he was the ideal candidate for Governor, 
recommended W. EB. Williams for Congr: ss, 
and wound up by, denouncing the honest 
money Democrats of Chicago. 

Mercer County Speaks for Altgeld. 

Keithsburg, Ill, June 9.—[Special.}—The 
Democrats of Mercer County today declared 
for Altgeld and free silver. The free silver 
men had things their own way and controlled 
the convention with but little opposition. 
F. B. Deforest was indorsed for another 
term as State Representative by a close 
vote. 

Sharp Fight in Kankakee County. 

Kankakee, Ill., June 9.—[{Special.]—The 
Democratic county convention, held here 
today, had a hot fight over the selection of 
a minority candidate for legislative honors, 
which should come to this county sap ax 
There were three candidates, Dr. i 
Smith of this city, Thomas Canavan of 
Sumner, and Dr. J. W. Allison of Essex. 
The delegates did about everything but 
smash heads and throw brickbats. .The 
fight lasted over an hour, and before it 
reached a vote Dr. Allison and his dele- 
gates withdrew from the convention.

RIOT IN A PITTSBURG CONVENTION. 


Pistols Are Drawn, Heads Thumped, 
and Wild Disorder Prevails. 

Pittsburg, Pa., June 9.—EKighteen Repub- 
lican conventions were held today and re- 
sulted in a decided victory for the regulars. 
The reformers secured the nomination of 
W. A. Stone for Congress in the Twenty- 
third District and the four Assemblymen 
in the First and Second Legislative Dis- 
tricts in Allegheny City. The other faction 
carried everything elsé, naming John Dal- 
zell for Congress and John W. Crawford and 
C.. L. Magee for State Senate—the Forty- 
fourth and Forty-fifth Senatorial! Districts 
respectively. 

A riot occurred in the Eighth Legislative 
convention and the Quay people, with 
Thomas A. Tilbrook of McKeesport as their 
candidate, bolted and held a convention of 
their own. Some of the Quay ieaders say 
the independent ticket in the Bighth will 
not be the only one, as it is the intention to 
nominate an entirely new Quay County 
ticket. 

During the struggle in the convention the 
seats of Common Council chamber were 
torn up and thrown about, desks overturned, 
ete., pistols were brandished, and quite a 
number of heads were thumped and eyes 
blackened. It required a squad of twenty 
police to restore order. 


CLEVELAND FAVORS SPEAKER REED 


Calls Him the Brainiest Man in the Re- 
publican Party. 

Washington, D. C., June 9.—[Special.]}~— 
President Cleveland has opinions on the 
merits of the various candidates for the 
Presidential nomination. Yesterday he ex- 
pressed his views to Congressman Seth Milli- 
ken of Maine, who called to see about a bill 
in which he was interested. The conversa- 
tion shifted around to politics and the out- 
come of the St. Louis convention, 

“I suppose your candidate is already se- 
lected,”’ said the President, “ but I am sur- 
prised at the choice the Republicans have 
made. In my opinion Speaker Reed is the 
strongest and brainiest man in your party. 


‘ It appears to me unfortunate that McKinley 


should obtain the nomination. Under the 
circumstances which seem to have con- 
trolled his selection he will firti this office 
no place for a mortgaged man.”’

LIGHT ON AN OLD TRAGEDY. 


Louisville, Clay County, Il., June 5.—[Ed- 
ttor of The Tribune.J}—On Monday, June Il, 
Chicago Times-Herald printed an article 
entitled “ Truth About Tanner,” beginning: 
“The purpose of this article is to tell all the 
truth.” So far from this being its purpose 
its obvious aim and intention were to make 
it appear (the verdict of the jury in the case 
to the contrary notwithstanding) that the 
Republican candidate fori the Governorship 
of Illinois is an unconvicted murderer, un- 
worthy of the confidence reposed in him by 
the people of this State. 
For the purpose of accomplishing this de- 
result the Times-Herald evidently sup- 
it to be necessary to kegin by deceiv- 
ing the people of Clay County in order to in- 
duce them to talk about the Tanner-Erskine 
homicide. Accordingly its reporter (whom 
‘4 would not be etiquette to name under 
other conditions), B. J. Mullaney, registered 
May 12 at the Metropolitan Hotel in Louis- 
yille, the county seat of Clay County and 
John R. Tanner’s home, as from St. Louis. 
T) every one whom he met he introduced 
himself, or allowed himself to be introduced, 
as the representative of the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, saying that the object of his visit 
was to coliect material for a reply to a scur- 
rilous article published by the St. Louis Re- 
public under the sensational heading, ‘‘ John 
R. Tanner Was Once in Jail.” 
Having thus stolen a reputable character 
in which to make his first appearance upon 
that stage, and having secured by means of 
false pretenses the confidence of Mr. Tan- 
ner’s brother and other friends of both polit- 
‘ical parties, he obtained statements from 
them which he proceeded at his leisure to 
distort and garble to his own satisfaction 
and that of his employer. His report to the 
Times-Herald resembles nothing so much 
as an advertising railway map prepared by 
an expert cartographer without reference to 
competing lines, distances, or directions, but 
showing only sd much as he is instructed to 
show, and that in fictitious geographical re-

bably every man, woman, and child 
in Iilincis knows by this time that in June, 
1867, now nearly thirty years ago, John R. 
Tanner and Thomas Erskine had a bloody 
fight, which terminated in the death of 
Erskine from a bullet fired by Mr. Tanner; 
that Tanner was indicted for murder, twice 
tried, once convicted of manslaughter, and 
on the second trial acquitted. 

Two accounts of this affray have been 
given to the public, one of which represents 
Mr. Tanner as the aggressor, but the other 
as acting in self-defense.

trial,” as though her reputation had been 
in question, which it never was, She had 
no place in the trial. : 

The theory of a Rusk-Erskine-Tanner 
feud, growing out of Tanner’s conduct to 
* @ close relative of Jim Rusk and ne’s 
wife,”’ thus fades into thin air. 

Tom Erskine. was a rough man, quarrel- 
some and dangerous. It was not an uncom- 
mon saying among those who knew him 
well that he would surely some day get him- 
self killed. There are those now living who 
assert that it wasa relief to many when he 
was killed. He was a famous wood chop- 
per, and so expert in the lumberman’s favor- 
ite pastime of ax throwing that on one oc- 
casiong at a “ clearing bee,”’ he threw four- 
teen axes at the trunk ofa single tree, and 
in fourteen throws arranged them in a line, 
one over the other, with the handles all 
sianting at approximately the same angle, so 
that the upper ones had to be knocked down 
with a long pole. The ax was his natural 
weapon. It es not clearly appear what 


was the occasion of his grudge against Tan- 


ner other than an unsettled account between 
them concerning, which they disagreed. 
Rusk says: “ Erskine had had hostile feel- 
ings to Tanner for years. He sort o 
wanted to boss Tanner, and Tanner woul 
not be bossed.’’ His feeling was such, how- 
ever, that he freely threatened Tanner’s 
life. Rusk heard him do so “at different 
times,”” as did also Joseph Ware, Charles 
Cash, and William Beard Jr. Mr. Tanner 
swears that to him Erskine said: “ If John 
Tanner does not take back certain things 
he has said about me I will shoot his hide 
full of holes.” 

Tanner was warned by various persons 
that Erskine was using abusive and threat- 
ening language concerning him. John E. 
Ferguson swears that he had been told of 
Erskine’s threats, repeated them to Tan- 
ner, and advised him not to meet Erskine on 
the day appointed for opening the new road 
through Buck Creek timber from Rusk’s 
homestead past Erskine’s house to Webb 
McCauley’s place. Tanner replied that it 
was as much his duty to obey an order to 
work on the road as if he had been ordered 
to go on the skirmish lime in battle, and go 
he would. Ferguson then insisted that he 
should go armed in case of trouble, and 
slipped a revolver in his pocket. Tanners 
brother also urged him not to go, and re- 
ceived in substance the same answer. He 
went. Erskine had demanded that he should 
go and bring his account book with him so 
that they could, settle their account. The 
day passed without any outbreak. The two 
men worked part of the time side b side, 
handling the same logs, but they did not 
speak. 

Day of the Tragedy. 


The hour arrived for quitting toil. Erskine 
walked back to his house, accompanied by 
Jim Rusk, who was his brother-in-law, and 
Jacob Moots. Rusk and Moots were going 
to continue their way homeward, but Er- 
skine asked them to stop. He said that he 
meant to have a settlement with ‘fanner 
and there would probably beafight. He did 
not want them to take any hand in it, but 
to see fair play. He wentinto the house and 
told his wife that he expected to have a 
fight with Tanner, but that she must not be 
frightened, since he believed that he could 
whip him. The Erskine house stands but 
a short distance from the front fence. There 
are no trees in the yard, buta solitary tree 
tn the road outside the fence. He stood his 
ax behind this tree, where it would be within 
easy reach. They waited half an hour for 
Tanner to come by. William Barney, one 
ef the jurors at the first trial, recollects that 
the evidence showed that when Tanner and 
his friends were seen approaching the house 
Erskine turned to Rusk and Moots and re- 
marked: ‘“ There is going to be hell here. 

After Erskine had started home Martin 
harnessed -his team to the wagon. George 
Luse and John Tanner took a seat with 
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it was nearly four miles. Tanner sa 
if they did not go by the new road Erskine 
would think he was afraid of him. They 
went by the new road. When they were 
within about fifty yards of the house they 
saw Erskine, Rusk, and Moots standing in 
front of the fence by the tree and about 
eight or ten feet from the spot where the 
wagon must pass. Martin sald: There is 
going to be trouble.” He proposed to put 
the whip to his team and run by at full 
speed. Tanner said: “ You'll do nothing of 
the kind; drive by in the ordinary way. 

Erskine put up one hand and stopped the 
team, saving that he wanted a settlement 
of his account with Tanner right then and 
there, to which Tanner assented. Both men 
took out their account books and compared 
the: items, checking them off, un they 
reached the item in dispute between them. 
The amount of itis unimportant. John Tan- 
ner egaid: 

“ Tom, I’ve paid you that.” 

*“‘ No, you haven’t,’”’ said Erskine, 

“T did pay it and I’ll make an affidavit 
that I did.” 

rskine replied: “ That’s the way some 
people get rich, by swearing to damned lies.” 

John said: “ Don’t talk that way to me. 
I don’t propose to take it.” 

Said rskine: *“‘I will talk any way I 
please. (The profanity of this conversation 
has been omitted.) P 

John said: “I willshowyou.” With that 
he put his hand in his trousers pocket—he 
had on no coat—and, checking his apulee, 
drew his hand out again empty. he had 
been a less cool and self-collected man the 
chances are that he would have fired then, 
but he did not. 

Erskine said: 
pepper-box! I’m prepared for you! ”’ 
saying, 
seized the ax by the top of the handle. At 
this Martin struck the horse with fhe whip 
and started the team. Erskine ran up be- 
hind the wagon with the drawn ax. Tanner 
jumped over the seat and stood immediately 
behind it. As Erskine threw the ax Tanner 
fell forward in order to dodge it, firing his 
pistol at the same moment. The poll of the 
ax struck Tanner in the head and glanced 
off, raising a knot on the scalp. The Blade 
of the ax, passing on, struck George Luse 
in the back, severing his shoulder-blade and 
inflicting a wound which afterwards proved 
fatal. The ax then feli over the front gate 
of the wagon at the horses’ feet. 


Luse Thought Tanner Shot Him. 


When Luse was hit he heard the report 
of the pistol, felt the wound, and thought 
that Tanner had shot him. He fell over 
on the reins, stopping the horses. Martin 
picked up the lines and started them again. 
The ball from Tanner’s pistol struck 
Erskine in the breast, on one of his ribs, 
which it followed, inflicting only a flesh 
wound, not serious in its character. He 
recovered himself, ran after the wagon, 
picked up the ax where it lay, then, being 
within ten feet of the wagon, raised it for 
the purpose of thowing it again, and was 
in the act of throwing it when Tanner fired 
the second shot. The ball struck him this 
time in the temple, and he fell in the road 
on his face, sixty or seventy feet from 
where he started to follow the wagon. The 
uplifted ax fell on his prostrated form. Tan- 
ner junrped out of the wagon and walked 
away through the fields in the direction of 
his home. | 

This is an accurate and circumstantial 
account of the whole of this affray, as shown 
by the affidavits of James Rusk, who was an 
eye witness of it; Hugh F. Cox and William 
Barney, jurors at the first trial; Stephen 
R. Jones, Deputy-Sheriff at the time, who 
attended both trials as spectator: and Wil- 
ford McElyea, a spectator of the second 
trial. Some of the circumstances related 
are not here supported by affidavits, but 
all of them could if’ necessary, or if they 
are disputed, H. Hawkins, a banker in 
oe ee and formerly Treasurer of Clay 
County, swears that he went to see George 
Luse after his shoulder was cut. George 
told him that “Tanfier ran his hand into 
his pocket and’ pulled 
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he stepped back to the tree and. 


or attempted to throw his ax more than 
once, nal whether he threw it in the first 
instance before Mr. Tanner fired at him 
seem to be decisively answered by the affi- 
davits in the case. The story was related 
in substance, as here told, to the corre- 
spondent of the Times-Herald by Mr. Tan- 
ner’s brother, J. M. Tanner, by bert Mc- 
Collum, and by others; but, for reasons of 
his own, he chose to suppress it and to put 
into the mouth of J. M. Tanner words which 
he never uttered. See the affidavit of Rob- 
ert McCollum and Judge B. D. Monroe, in 
which he says: “I took Mulaney into the 
hall and asked him why he did'not take 
down Mr: McCollum’s words. He replied 
that it did not amount to a damn and he did 
not want it.” Both Judge Monroe and Mr. 
T. S. Williams swear that they were present 
and heard all the conversation between Mul- 
aney and J. M. Tanner, and that the re- 
porter’s account of it misrepresents it, while 
J. . Tanner’s affidavit correctly states 
what he really said. 

A clearer case than this of self-defense 
can hardly be imagined. Whatever may be 
the private and personal regret of John R. 
Tanner for taking human life and for the 
circumstances which compelled him to do 
so, he did not doubt then, and never has 
doubted since, that he acted in pure self- 
defense. It was so clear to Judge Caniby— 
than whom no purer or more fair-minded 
Judge has ever presided at a criminal trial— 
that he set aside the verdict of manslaughter 
as contrary to the evidence. 

It is easy to say that Tanner might have 
avoided the difficulty, but those who say so 
do not know the man nor the community in 
which he lived. The Times-Herald asserts 
that it was a community “‘ where the animal 
attributes take precedence over the spiritual 
and intellectual, and that Tanner’s trial as 
a murderer had only served to make hima 
hero in the eyes of the rough element in 
Clay County; that human life was there less 
sacred than elsewhere.” It was a com- 
munity in which life was natural, not arti- 
ficial, and in which cowardice, physical or 
moral, was esteemed the highest crime. A 
suspicion of lack of manhood was the sure 
passport to social ostracism. John R. Tan- 
ner was fresh from the war, where he had 
learned not to turn his back on a living foe, 
but to face a regiment in arms: the warm. 
fresh, flery blood of youth coursed in every 
vein of his body. He neither sought this 
fight nor would he avoid it. He was not re- 
sponsible for it. The Times-Herald says 
“Levi Hobbs remembers that both the 
prosecution and the defense offered evidence 
at the trial of threats having been made. 
Charles Cash, dead now several years, swore 
Tanner had threatened to kill Erskine.” 
But Hobbs himself testified that Cash was 
not to be believed on oath, and at the second 
trial Cash was not summoned as a witness. 
Cash was the only man who testified to Tan- 
ner’s having made threats, Rusk says that 
“ Tanner was a man who would take a great 
deal at the start and laugh it off, but he 
would never back down nor run.” 


Why Tanner Left the Country. 


The statement is made in this article that 
“ Erskine did not die for twenty-one days. 
So far as known there was no warrant out 
for Tanner’s arrest during those twenty- 
one days, nor any particular effort made 
to find him.” But, as shown by the affidavit 
of Stephen R. Jones a warrané for his ar- 
rest was placed in his hands that same even- 
ing, and he made diligent search for him. 
Mack Tanner swears that the first knowl- 
edge he had of the fight was when the Sher- 
iff’'s officer came to the house that night 
looking for his brother. 

When at last Erskine died Mack Tanner 
and Ferguson told John that he must go 
away. He “almost cried” and said he 
would not; that he had committed no crime, 
the law could not fail to vindicate him, and 
he would surrender himself to the Sheriff. 
They dreaded a neighborhood feud and the 
violence of Erskine’s friends. They insisted 
upon and carried their point. Ferguson, 
en illiterate man, but in whose breast beat 
a heart of fire and steel, loyal in every fibre 
and impulse, found that Tanner had no 
money, and he took his own horse and steers 
to Flora and sold them for what they would 
bring in order to provide it for him, then 
sent him to his cousin, John L. Ferguson, 
in Bates County, Mo. With a heavy heart, 
but not burdened with any sense of guilt, 
Tanner left his wife of a few weeks, his 
home, his friends, his farm, his all, and 
started. 

The Times-Herald scores a great point 
when it observes that, “If he had not re- 
turned to Illinois he would not have been a 
candidate for Governor here.” After an ab- 
sence of about one year his residence was 
accidently discovered, in the manner de- 
scribed in the affidavit of Stephen R. Jones, 
which completely exonerates ex-Senator 
Pagel from the charge that he “ was the 
man who told the Sheriff where he could 
find Tanner.” Sheriff Finch went after him. 
The story in the Times-Herald about his 
“detective work "’ and “‘ dramatic capture ”’ 
of a fugitive from fustice is dismissed by 
Mr. Jones with the expressive word “‘ bosh.”’ 
The statement that Finch ever said Tanner 
was not willing to come back is false. He 
had not the slightest difficulty in finding 
him, and Tanner offered to accompany him 
without force and made no effort to escape. 

Murder is not a batlable offense, but Jones, 
who was then jailer, allowed Mr. Tanner, 
in spite of the serivusness of the charge in 
the indictment, to have his liberty and go 
and come at his pleasure. ‘‘ I knew him to 
be a man of his word,” he says, ‘“‘ and had 
the utmost confidence in him.” 

The first trial took place at the fall ter 
of court In 1868, Judge Camby presiding. 
The Rusk family were active in the prose- 
cution on Mrs. Erskine’s account and paid 
money in aid of {t. All who were present at 
the fight In the road testified as to their 
recollection of it, except Moots, who was 
dcad. The evidence of George Luse, accord- 
ing to Rusk, “‘ did not amount to anything.” 
Of course not; he fell early in the action and 
knew nothing about the second throwing of 
the ax or second and fatal shot. He him- 
self had been carried into Erskine’s house, 
where he remained until he could be re- 
moved. For a long time, that is, during the 
whole of the first night. he was delirious 
and suffered from the delusion that Tanner 
had somehow shot him. He was not con- 
vineed to the contrary until he recovered his 
<a e g saw Erskine lying wounded on

Lies About the Jury. 


The Times-Herald declares that when, at 
the close of the second day, the case was 
given to the jury, ** two jurors were firm in 
demanding a verdict of guilty as indicted,” 
murger in the first degree (an offense un- 
known to the statutes of Illinois), while only 
one#-Purley P. Brown—held out for acquit- 
tal; “the other nine agreed that the crime 
was mansilaughter.’’ In support of this mis- 
taken assertion it cites Webb McCawiey, one 
of the jurors, and makes him say: “ Two 
others—it is strange I cannot think of their 
names—wanted to hang Tanner.’’ McCaw- 
ley in his affidavit denies that he said any- 
thing of the kind, and privately expressed 
his wonder at the skill and audacity of a re- 
pecner who could so pervert what he did say. 

urley P. Brown swears that he was in favor 
of an acquittal and continues: ‘‘ Some of 
the other jurors took the same view of the 
case—it seems to me there were three of us.”’ 
McCawley says: ‘I did not believe Tanner 
guilty and was in favor of his acquittal from 
first to last.”” William Barney, another 
juror, says: ‘“‘I insisted on an acquittal 
from the first, together with Purley P. Brown 
and D. Webb McCawley. There might have 
been others who were for acquittal. Not 
one of the jury was in favor of finding guilty 
of murder.” Hugh F. Cox, still another 
juror, corroborates Mr. Barney’s statement 


that none of the jurors was in favor of a 


verdict of murder. Purley P. Brown, how- 
ever, thinks that Calvin Gibson wanted such 
a verdict. 

The jury left the court-room some time in 
the afternoon between dinner and supper 
and remained out all night. They agreed 
upon a verdict about daylight the next morn- 
ing. All of them say that the verdict was a 
compromise, as it evidently must have been. 
Mr, Barney, in explaining the reason why 
he and others who favored acquittal voted 
for a verdict of manslaughter, says: “ We 
talked it over and agreed to the verdict; be- 
Heving that the court would set it aside, 
grant a new trial, and admit Tanner to bail. 
We understood that he could not be bailed 
out for murder. If I had not believed that 
the courtswould set the verdict aside I should 
never have signed it: Brown and McCawley 
were of the same opinion.’’ Mr. Brown in 
his affidavit confirms this statement. If the 
jury had disagreed and a new trial had been 
oe. on that account Tanfter would have 
had to remain in jai]. From this fate his 
ffiends saved him.

It is understood that the reason for Luse’s 
absence was his physical condition, in con- 
sequence of his wound. His health remained 
poor until he died. Levi Hobbs, it is said, 
remembers “ that Luse was one of the main 
witnesses, if not the one witness, on whom 
the prosecution relied most.” This is ab- 
surd. The Times-Herald further attributes 
to Jim Rusk the statement that “‘ Luse was 
paid to go away,"’ and remain away. In 
Rusk’s affidavit this is denied, as is also 
the further statement that Capt. Henry, one 
of the attorneys for the prosecution, told 
him that Luse’s absence was the reason 
why Tanner was acquitted. The second trial 
occurred in November, 1869. The malignity 
of the Times-Herald is shown in the insinua- 
tion that the jury at that term was packed. 
It declares that nine jurors out of twelve 


county, a locality close to where Tanner 
used to live.”” The fact is that the jurors 
were taken from eleven out of twelve town- 
ships in the county, and that the two from 
one township were residents of the town- 
ship farthest off from that in which the 
tragedy took place. In order to put this 
fact beyond question. the ndmes of the 
jurors and the townships from which they 
were drawn are here given as follows: 
Basil Davis and W. J. Moore, Larkinsburg; 
Washington Lewis, Bible Grove; Eli Erwin. 
Hoosier: Josiah Mitchell, Pixley: John Con- 
ley, Blair: Felix Viskinski, Clay City: Alex- 
ander Tuck, Louisville; Thomas Rice, Xenia; 
William H.. Meeks, Stanford; Elijah Davis, 
Harter; Samuel Kennedy, Oskaloosa.’ The 
story that ‘“‘ Tanner was permitted to havea 
hand in the selection of the jury ” is a false- 
hood upon its face. Equally ridiculous to 
those who knew Barton B. Ingraham, Tan- 
ner’s father-in-law, is the statement that 
‘his money saved Tanner.” He was a 
mfan in moderate circumstances, not as the 
Times-Herald says, “he was one of the 
richest men in Clay County,” but he was 
one of the most parsimonious men in the 
State of Illinois, and it is not believed that 
he would have paid $100 out of his pocket 
to have saved his son-in-law’s neck. When 
the trial was over Mr. Tanner was in debt 
to his lawyers, and had to work the debt 
out, which in the course of time he did. The 
argument of William Stoker of Centralia 
for the defense, is completely misstated and 
misrepresented by the correspondent of the 
Times-Herald. It would fit in very well 
with the.theory that Erskine threw the ax 
which crippled Luse at the moment Erskine 
received Tanner’s second shot in his temple, 
and it was invented for that purpose: but it 
would have been wholly inapplicable to the 
state of facts brought out in the evidence 
upon the trial. Moreover, Mr. Stoker !s not 
dead, as the Times-Herald declares him to 


be. 


Verdict of Acquittal. 

The jury, which was composed of eight 
Republicans, two Democrats, and two jurors 
whose politics are unknown, after hearing 
the testimony (which was the same as at 
the former trial, except that Luse was still 
absent) retired, and, as soon as they could 
sign it, returned a verdict of acquittal. This 
ended the case. ‘ 

At the next Republican county convention 
ensuing in 1870 Mr. Tanner was nominated 
as Sheriff of Clay County and was elected, 
It is said that some of the jurors were mem- 
bers of the convention which nominated him. 
Many Democrats voted for him. ‘As every- 
body who is familiar with the political his- 
‘tory of this Stute knows, he was afterwards 


his district, was appointed United States 
Subtreasurer, was elected Treasurer of the 
State of Illinois, and is now a candidate for 
the high position of Governor, having re- 
ceived 1,108 votes in a Republican State 
convention out of a possible 1,335, with two 
able competitors. The honors paid him are 
sufficient evidence of the estimation in 
which he is held by his fellow-citizens, who 
will mot be deceived by the cloud of dirt 
which the Times-Herald now seeks to raise, 
by raking over the ashes of this almost for- 
gotten episode in his early life. The opinion 
is freely expressed in Clay County, his home, 
where everybody knows him and he Is al- 
most universally loved, that this attack will 
make him hundreds of votes which he 
would not otherwise have received, from 
the county alone. . 

The list of errors in the article to which 
this is a reply is by no means exhausted. 
Silence with reference to them must not be 
construed as an indorsement of them. If 
the misstatements contained in it had been 
printed in red ink, the second page of the 
Times-Herald of June 1 would have pre- 

sented a singularly motley and piebald ap- 
“ pearance. The statements respecting local 
politics excite mirth and derision. Mr. 
Francis C. Fally, one of the first jurors, 
would turn over in his grave if he knew that 
he had been called a Democrat. The only 
Democrat on the jury was John Roberts. 
Mr. Tom Austin. would rise from his grave 
to thrash the author of this article if he 
knew that he had said that ‘‘Austin was 
always stanchly Tanner's friend, until he 
became jealous of his wife.’’ He would 
have resented this imputation upon his 
wife’s virtue. He was one of Tanner’s clos- 
est friends up to the day of his death. The 
insinuation contained in this statement is 
malicious and disgraceful. The story that 
Austin, when Deputy Sheriff, connived at 
the escape of George Reynolds from the 
Clay County jail, or that Tanner, as Sheriff, 
had anything to do with it, is easily re- 
futed. The Times-Herald says that “ Reyn- 
olds escaped the night Tanner’s term of 
office expired’; he did not escape until a 
week after the jail (with Reynolds in it) had 
been turned over to Robert Gray, Tanner's 
successor in office. The statements that “a 


y record of the grand jury evidence in the 


Austin case was preserved ’”’ is inherently 
incredible, and it is contradicted by the 
affidavit of R. J. Burns. The story that 
‘‘ The Colburn faction in Hoosier Township, 
composed of Democrats, has always been 
found supporting Tanner’ because “ Tan- 
ner, while mixing up with the Sheriff’s 
office early in his career, assisted to promote 
the immunity of these murderers from jus- 
tice,”” can be disposed of ina sentence. The 
Colburn-McKnight murder occurred before 
the war. Neither are the McKnights “all 
stanch Republicans,” as stated by the 
Times-Herald. Two of the McKnights are 
Republicans, but the rest are Democrats, 
and the Republican McKnights have not op- 
posed Tanner, but have sustained him. 


One More Falsehood Exposed. 


Another falsehood is that “ Capt. James B. 
Smith, the retiring County Treasurer in 1870, 
a Democrat, had a candidate for Sheriff; his 
candidate was turned down in the conven- 
tion; he wanted revenge, and he turned to 
Tanner,” thus helping him to secure his elec- 
tion as Sheriff. Capt. Smith had no candi- 
date for Sheriff. An examination of the 
figures given, the election returns, will show 
that Mr. Howard J. Burns, an honest man, 
is mistaken in supposing that Tanner has 
not repeatedly run ahead of his ticket in 
his county and district. Tanner carried 
Clay County for Sheriff in 1870 by 103 ma- 
jority, while John A. Logan, then a candi- 
date for Congressman-at-Large, carried It 
only by 384 votes. This was the first time 
that Clay County ever went Republican. In 


*1880, when Tanner ran for State Senator, 


Hancock, the Democratic candidate for 
President, carried Clay County by 105 ma- 
jority, while Tanner, then Republican can- 
didate for State Senator carried it by the 
same majority, a difference of 210 votes. 

But it is a mere waste of time to pursue this 
subject any further. It is supposed at Tan- 
ner’s home that both the articles in the St. 
Louis Republic and in the Times-Herald 
were inspired by Levi Hobbs. The Times- 
Herald article is called by some of the peo- 
ple there, “the Hobbs article." This does 
him too much honor, as does the statement 
of its correspondent that ‘‘ Levi Hobbs is the 
peer in character of any man in Clay Coun- 
ty.”” This sentence excites a quiet smile or 
loud laugh on the part of those who read or 
hear, meg ae. yy their individual temper- 
aments. For the sake of his wife and chil- 
dren, of whom no one has a word to say ex- 
cept in praise, none of these stories current 
about at home will be here repeated. 
It is enough to say that his general reputa- 
tion is that of a tale-bearer, mischief-maker, 
and scandal-monger. There is scarcely a 
man-in the county who is his true friend. 
‘Neither is it desired to rob the correspond- 
ent of the Times-Herald of any of the credit 
which he has earned by his ingenuity and 
skill in the effort to make falsehood wear 
the face of truth.

Affidavit of J. M. Tanner. 
J. M. Tanner being duly sworn said: 


On the 13th day of May, in the afternooh, by 
request of T. 8S. illlams, I went to the office of 
Judge Monroe in Louisville to meet a Mr. Mul- 
faney. who introduced himself to me as a reporter 
of the St. Louls Globe-Democrat. He said his 
business here was to get the facts in the Tanner- 
Frekine affair in order to write a reply to an arti- 
cle which had appeared in the St. Louis Republic 
on that subject. said I would tell him the whole 
story as I understood it. The account of what I 
raid to him, as printed in the Times-Herald, is 
partially correct, but false in many particulars. 
and those the most essential to the truth. I did 
not say that there was a grudge between Tanner 
and Erskine when ney came back from the army. 
I did not say that Tanner put his pistol in his 
pocket when he started to work on the road. On 
the other hand, the assertion that I said nothing of 
Erskine having threatened to kill my brother is 
an absolute falsehood. What 1 said about the dirf- 
ficulty which ended in the death of Erskine, in as 
nearly exact words as I can revall them now, was 
aa follows: 

**In June, 1867, Erskine passed my house and 
called me out. He said he wanted me to see John 
Tanner and tell him to bring his book with him 
when he came to work on the road the next day, 
as he wanted a settlement with him.

and says: 


I was a juror in the first trial of John R. Tan- 
ner for the killing of Tom Erskine. The evidence, 
as I now remember it, was as follows: 

Tanner and George Luse were passing Erskine’s 
house. They met Erskine in the road and tried to 
adjust their accounts and got into a dispute. The 
lie was passed. Erskine grabbed his ax and threw 
it. Tanner fired about the same time. The ax 
hit Luse in the shoulder, and he thought Tanner 
had shot him. After hitting Luse it went out on 
the ground. Erskine again got hold of the ax 
and again attempted to throw it, when Tanner 
fired the second shot, which killed Erskine. No 
member of the jury was in favor of finding Tan- 
ner guilty of murder or for hanging him. We 
were out nearly one entire afternoon and.all night 
and reed on a compromise verdict tn the morn- 
ing. was satisfied the court would set aside the 
verdict. There was no evidence that there was a 
woman in the case. It was proven on the trial that 
Erskine had threatened to kill Tanner, and that 
Tanner knew of these threats. .

When the penitentiary is occupied the 
buildings and grounds within the military 
reservation of Fort Leavenworth, trans- 
ferred from the War Department to the De- 
partment of Justice, will be restored to the 
control of the War Department. Under the 
terms of the bill the site of the proposed 
building will be in the southwest corner of 
the reservation, two miles from the garrison. 
At present the penitentiary building is sit- 
uated inside the military post and consists 
of old bufidings constructed over forty years 
ago to be used for quartermaster’s stores. 


INDIAN BILL AS AMENDED FINALLY. 


Provisions of the Measure as Agreed 
Upon by Congress. 
Washington, D. C., June 9.—In the con- 
ference report on the Indian appropriation 
bill, -which was agreed upon today, a change 
was made in the declaration of policy con- 
cerning schools. The word “ Indians’ was 
omitted so that the declaration was broad- 

ened. It now reads: 

“It is hereby’ declared to be the settled 
policy of the government to hereafter make 
no appropriation whatever for education in 
any sectarian school.” 

@ provision extending the school appre: 
priations: to June 30, 1897, was amended.by a 
provision that the amount shall be appor- 
tioned as noarly as may be among schools of 
various denominations. 
JAPAN 18S A PUSHING COMPETITOR, 
Its Growth in Manufactures a Menace 

to American Industry. 

Washington, D. C., June 9:—Chairman 
Dingley of the House Ways and Means'com- 
mittee today made a report on the menace to 
American manufacturers by the fhreatened 
invasion of the eheap produets of Oriental 
labor and upon the effect of the difiference 
of exchange between gold standard and sil- 
ver standard countries upon United States 
manufacturing and agriculture, these ques- 
tions haying been investigated by the com- 
mittee. The report says the sudden awaken- 
ing of Japan from the Oriental slumber of 
centuries {s being followed by an equally 
rapid Westernizging of her methods of in- 
dustry; that while the Japanese do not have 
the inventive faculty of Americans, or even 
of Europeans, their imitative faculties are 
wonderful. Their standard of living would 
bé regat@ed as practical starvation by the 
workmen: of the United States, and the 
hours of labor average twelve a day. Such 
skilled workmen as blacksmiths, carpenters, 
masons;-compositors, tailors, and plasterers 
receive in Japanesé cities only from 26 to 
33 cents, and factory operatives 5 to 20 cents 
per day in our money, and nearly double 
those sums in Japanese silver money, while 
farm hands receive $1.44 per month. Euro- 
peans and Americans, says Mr. Dingleéy, are 
recognizing the ‘profitable field afforded for 
investments and factories, and, he adds: 

* Sixty-one cotton mills, controlled osten- 
sibly by Japanese companies but romoted 
‘by Europeans, and several small silk facto- 
ries are in operation, with something over 
500,000 spindles. Japan is making most of 
the cotton goods required to supply the nar- 
‘row wants of her own people, and is begin- 
ning to export cheap silk fabrics and hand- 
kerchiefs. —

This is construed to mean the framing of a 
bill to meet the wishes of the promoters of 
the new scheme of reorganization, and 
against this Senator Cullom has resolutely 
set his face.

To Boom Duluth. 

Representative Connolly sald: 

“The Committee of Reorganization now 
comes to Congress and asks Congress to 
grant a charter to the purchasers, whoever 
they may be, of this railroad property at the 
mortgage sale, grant them a charter to be 
a corporation with all rights, privileges, and 
franchises of the Northern Pacific railroad 
company as heretofore exercised and en- 


ed. 
an In this scheme of reorganization which 
they have prepared and submitted to all the 
various bondholders the first part of the 
project ‘sets out by saying that the pur- 
chasers propose to abandon Chicago as the 
eastern terminus of the road, without saying 
where the eastern terminus thereafter is to 
be: Inasmuch as Pierpont Morgan of New 
York and others who are interested in the 
line of whaleback steamers built for the pur- 
pose of carrying grain and cereal products 
from Duluth across the great lakes to Buf- 
falo and thence to New York are the leading 
spirits of this reorganization scheme it is 
quite easy to see that this project involves 
making the Northern Pacific road as reor-

** Another part of the scheme Is to dispose 
of the property they now have from Chicago 
to Calumet and the lake harbor at Calumet, 
which is below Chicago, which is a further 
evidence of the intent of the Northern Pa- 
cific crowd to abandon Chicago entirely and 
attempt to build up Duluth. These reor- 
ganizers in their scheme which asks Con- 
gress to indorse the charter generously pro- 
pose that if Congress will do that they will 
undertake to sell all the public lands that 
they get possession of by this foreclosure 
lying more than one mile away from the 
road at $2.50 an acre to actual settlers in 
quantities of not less than forty or more 
than 160 acres to each settler. 


Ingenious Offer. 


“Any one familiar with the legislation 
concerning the Northern Pacific land grants 
knows that the act of 1870 which first gave 
authority to mortgage these public lands 
also requires that when that mortgage was 
extinguished on the public lands they should 
be sold to actual settlers in quantities not 
exceeding 160 acres to each one and at a 
price not exceeding $2.50 an acre. Hence 
the inducement which these reorganizers 
pretend to hold out to Congress for granting 
them this charter is no inducement at all, 
for that obligation is already a burden rest- 
ing upon those lands and upon the pur- 
chasers on the mortgage. 

“Another evidence of the lack of faith 
on the part of the Reorganization commit- 
tee is found in the fact that while they pro- 
pose thus generously to sell the lands to 
actual settlers at $2.50 an acre, they also pro- 
vide by another resolution which was intro- 
duced into Congress that they shall have 
the right to reserve on those lands all the 
iron, coal, stone, and merchantable timber 
found. If Congress should charter a com- 
pany with powers of that kind it would sim- 
ply be agreeing not only to a railroad cor- 
poration stretching across e6ix or seven 
States, with every other section of land in 
a tract eighty miles in width, but also giv- 
ing to that railroad corporation a perpetual 
memo oly in all the. coal, iron, stone, and 
ti r found. 

“ With such powers in the sale of the lands 
they could always put in the reservation 
that these materials existing er found upon 
those lands should be the property of the 
railroad company.”

DROVE TO KLEIN’S STORE. 


HOW THE ROBBERS MANEUVERED IN 
THE SATURDAY RAID. 


Young Woman Who Was Near the 
Place When They Arrived Gives 
the Police an Important Clew—Em- 
ployes Fail to Identify Two Sus- 
pects, but the Police Think They 
Have One of the Bandits in Frank 
Lipps, Arrested Last Night. 

The most important devélopment in the 
Klein hold-up yesterday was that the men 
who committed the crime rode up to the store 
in a two-seated vehicle drawn by a span of 
dark or bay horses. Three men left the ve- 
hicle in front of the Klein Building and the 
other two drove slowly north and turned into 
Liberty street. 

This information was given to officials at 
the Maxwell Street Station by Miss Nelite 
Donovan, a printer employed by C. 8. Stew- 
art at Van Buren and Clinton streets. She 
was at Klein’s store the night of the robbery 
and saw the maneuvers of the men fh the 
vehicle, Later she entered the store and 
was there when the robbery was committed. 

She said two of three men who left the 
vehicle and entered the store were smooth- 
faced and one was considerably taller than 
the other. She also gave the detectives a 
good description of the horses and vehicle. 
A dozen policemen started on a tour among 
the livery stables to ascertain if such a rig 
had been hired on the night of the robbery. 

Look at Two Suspects. 

Employés of Klein’s store were called 
upon twice yesterday to identify suspects 
who had been arrested, but there was no 
identification in either case, but “ Kid” 
Hubbell, one of the suspects, was identified 
as the.man who had’snatched a woman’s 
pocketbook in front of Klein's store on 
Monday afternoon. " 

Hubbell is thought to be the man who 
several months ago tore the diamonds from 
the ears and took the satchel, also contain- 
ing jewels, from the hands of Mrs. Mack 
of Detroit while she was on a Wabash 
sleeper at Twenty-second street. He wus 
arrested shortly afterwards, but as Mrs. 
Mack had gone to Europe he had to be re- 
leased for want of proper identification, 


Recognized as a Pickpocket. 

Hubbell was seen by Otto Palmer, one of 
Klein's curtain trimmers, who chased him. 
Hubbell jumped on an electric car, however, 
and esc#ped. The woman who was robbed 
made no report and the police would like to 
hear from her, 

Hubbell was arrested by Detective Ser- 
geant O'Neil late on Monday night as a re- 
sult of the order given to arrest all well- 
known thieves, and in accordance with the 
plan now being adopted in order to get the 


‘Klein robbers was yesterday morning sent 


to Desplaines Street Station. 

Later in the day Detective Wessler of the 
Desplaines Street Station arrested John 
Gray, @ young man who has been rooming 
at No. 172 West Madison street. Gray looked 
much like the small robber with the pim- 
pled.chin. The employés from Klein’s store, 
however, declared he was not the man. Gray 
will be held, however, for a time. 


Resembles the Small Robber. 


By the arrest of Frank Lipps last night the 
Harrison street police think they may be able 
to secure the identification of one of the men 
who held up Klein’s store Saturday night. 
Although there is no evidence against the 
man in custody except his close resemblance 
to the smaller of the two men an effort will 
be made to connect him with the robbery, 

Lipps denies any knowledge of the robbery. 
He says his home is in Defiance, O. He left 
there, he said, three weeks ago and has been 
searching for work here since that time. 
He was standing in front of a South Clark 
street saloon last night when he was ar- 
rested by Policemen Levi and Cronin. He 
was taken to the station and after being 
questioned was locked up. He will be taken 
to Maxwell Street Station this morning and 
some of the witnesses will be given an op- 
portunity to identify him. 

Among the suspects arrested at the Max- 
well Street Station yesterday were William 
W. Sharrg and E. C. Gegner. Revolvers 
were found in their possession. They were 
not identified as having any connettion with 
the recent holdups, and at 9 o’clock last 
night the charge of carrying concealed 
weapons was preferred against them, and 
they were released on bonds. 

A story was afloat last night that Detective 
Hanley had captured one of the men en- 
gaged in the robbery of Klein’s store. Both 
the detective and Chief Badenoch dented the 
truth of the rumor and admitted only that 
the police were exerting exery effort to find 
the criminals and expected to run them 
down. 

Miss Berkson and Manager Sweitzer went 
to the rogues’ gallery at the Harrison Street 
Station yesterday and examined several 
hundred photographs of criminals. They 
selected fifteen of men who resembled in a 
greater or less degree one or the other of the 
robbers. These men will be arrested. 

Sincé the Klein robbery there has been an 
innovation in the way of collecting cash in 
the retail house of Carson,: Pirie, Scott & 
Co. Formerly a man went around to the 
various cashiers’ desks, and, gathering up 
the money, took it to the main office. Now 
another man, armed with two revolvers, ac- 
companies the collector. 


DOUBLES THE NIGHT POLICE FORCE. 


Chief Badenoch Makes a Change in 
the Hours of Patrolmen. 

Pursuant to the instructions of Chief of 
Police Badenoch the officers at the various 
police stations of the city carried into effect 
last night a new order of things relating to 
the hours kept by patrolmen. According to 
the order, all night patrolmen reported at 6 
o'clock instead of 7 o’clock as formerly, and 
the day men, who have been heretofore re- 
li¢éved at 7 olclock, were required to remain 
on duty until 9 o’clock, wearing plain clothes 
after 6 o'clock. 

This change is due to the recent daring 
holdups which have taken place in stores 
during the early evening, and it will thus 
double the protection between the hours of 
6 and 9 o’clock, when the mysterious bandits 
generally do their work.

STANDARD HAS A RIVAL. 


CHICAGO TO RECEIVE OIL BY PIPE 
‘FROM THE INDIANA FIELDS.. 


. 
Millions of Dollars to Be Put in the 
: New Enterprise—Monopoly of Long 
Standing to Be Broken Down—Pres- 
‘ent Output More than 35,000 Bar- 
rels Daily—Work of Well-Boring Is 
Being Kept Up—Michael and John 
Cudahy and J. A. Graves in Deal. 


The Standard Oil company is to have a 
rival in the Chicago market. Within a few 
months oil will be brought to Chicago from 
the Indiana oil fields in Jarge quantity by 
an independent company and the refined 
product will be sold in competition with the 
Standard company. 

Michael and John Cudahy and J. A. Graves 
are at the head of the movement. They 
have purchased a large section.of producing 
territory, in Indiana and now have a daily 
output of more than 385,000 barrels. More 
wells are being drilled with excellent results, 
and now the company is planning to build 
pipe lines and refineries. | 

The companies at the head of the plan are 
the Northern Indiana Oil company and the 
Indiana Pipe Line and Refining company. 
The Cudahys are the principal owners in 
both corporations. 

The refineries are to be built at Whiting, 
Ind. They will haye a capacity of not less 


ample room and facilities for enlargement. 
The main pipe line from the oil fields will 
be 160 miles in length, with feeders, or 
branch lines to every field owned or con- 
trolled by the companies in Wells, Black- 
ford, Jay, Adams, and Grant Counties, The 
proposed route of the line is through Hunt- 
ington, Wabash, Miami, Kosciusko, Fulton, 
Cass, Marshall, White, Pulaski, Stark, La 
Porte, Jasper, Porter, Newton, and Lake 
to Whiting. 


Investment of Millions. 


Several million dollars will be spent in 
the enterprise. The Indiana headquarters 
will be at Bluffton, where big receiving 
tanks and a pumping station will be built. 
The pumps and pipe lines will have a ca- 
pacity of at least 50,000 barrels daily. The 
storage capacity of the tanks at Bluffton 
will be over 100,000 barrels. Private tele- 
graph and telephone wire will connect W hit- 
ing with all parts of the oil fields. 

The plans are almost complete and work 
on the preliminary arrangements has been 
under way for some time. A part of the 
right of way for the main pipe line has been 
secured in Lake County and agents are now 
at work all along the contemplated route. 

The officials of the Standard Oil company, 
it is said, are fighting the project. The op- 
position was first felt in the pressure brought 
to bear before the Board of Commissioners 
of Lake County on last Friday, when the 
new company filed a petition for a franchise 
to cross highways with the pipe line. The 
board finally granted the petition after a 
sharp fight. 

Standard’s Monopoly. 


Up to the present time the Standard com- 
pany has been in absolute control of every 
barrel of oil produced inIndiana. There are 
many independent producers in the field, the 
Cudahys being the largest. The Standard 
company, being in control of all the shipping 
and refining facilities, has set the prices 
on crude petroleum at the lowest notch, 
while the price of the refined product has 
steadily advanced. The quality of the oil is 
identical with that of the Ohio fields and the 
price for a long time was kept from 10 to 15 
cents below that of the Ohio product. 

Recently the Indiana oil was placed ona 
parity with the Eastern oils of the same 
grade. Seeing the possibilities of the future 
of the Indiana oil flelds the Chicago men 
over a year ago commenced buying oil prop- 
erties on a large scale. Several months ago 
the Cudahys secured leaseholds on several 
hundred thousands of acres in the richest 
portion of the oil belts, together with nearly 
200 producing wells. 

The drill has been kept busy in all parts of 
the large field and good wells are being 
found constantly.

When Speaker Reed was nominatéd ‘he 
said that while the Fifty-first Congress 
was notable for what it had done the Fifty- 
fourth Congress, whose long sesxion closes 
this week, might be notable for what it did 
not do. | 

In some respects that has been the case. 
Owing to the fact that while the House is 
Republican the Senate is in the hands of 
free silverites, Democrats, and Populists, 
Congress has left undone the most impor- 
tant things which it should have done. 

The two subjects which demanded atten- 
tion imperatively were the increase of the 
revenue and the stability of the currency. 
The House passed a tariff bill which would 
have given the government the money it 
needed, The Senate refused to act on it 
unless it was amended so as to prévide for 
free coinage. 

The House passed a bill givihg authority 
to issue bonds more desirable in their char-. 
acter than those sold under the old resump- 
tion acts, and also reducing the rate of in- 
terest. The Secretary of the Treasury was 
also empowered to issue interest bearing 
certificates of indebtedness to meet defi- 
ciencies of revenue. For this the Senate 
substituted a free coinage provision which 
the House voted down. | 
| The Senate has done all in its power, pas- 
sively, and actively, to injure the credit of 
the currency .and throw the government 
into bankruptcy. It has been actuated by

‘struction of two new steel revenue cutters 
for lake service which can be equipped with 
heavy guns on short notice isa recognition 
of the fact that the northern frontier is de- 
fenseless.

Of general legislation, outside of the ap- 


propriation bills, there has been very little 
thus far.

lumbia, and the one repealing the unwork- 
able provision of the present tariff law ex- 
empting alcohol used in the arts from in- 
ternal revenue taxation. 


The act abolish- 

ing the fee system of paying District-Attor- 

neys and Marshals is an excellent measure. 
The House, which worked industriously 


and intelligently, sent to the Senate a num- 


ber of bills. Among them is oné to regu- 
late immigration and another provides a 
general bankruptcy system. But the Sen- 
ate has been devoting its time to free silver 
speeches and passing measures like the But- 
ler bond bill. Hence it has not acted on 
them. 

As regards the appropriations, while 
Speaker Reed tried to keep them down as 
much as possible, and made enemies there- 
by, he could not control the Senate, Asa 
consequence some of the appropriation bills 
are heavier than they should be, especially 
the river and harbor bill. The rotten gen- 
eral deficiency bill was trimmed down some- 
what by the President’s veto. 

The record of Congress thus far has been 
both good and bad. The latter may be said 
to predominate, because of the failure to 
deal with financial questions. But the free 
silver Senate and not the sound money 
House is to blame for that. 


NWO FEAR OF VOLOR LINE AT THE 8T.. 


LOUIS CONVENTION. 

The reports in an evening paper that St. 
Louis would discriminate against the col- 
ored delegates to the National Republican 
convention, and that the hotels would re- 
fuse them accommodation because of race 
prejudices, appear to be unfounded. The 
stoties at best seem to be a false construc- 
tion put on the fact that Southern colored 
delegates have been refused rooms for the 
simple reason that they made their applica- 
tion after the hotels had reached the limit 
of capacity for entertaining guests. They 
are no worse off than the negligent white 
delegates who have similarly deferred a 
segrch for quarters until the eleventh hour, 
and have only themselves to blame for any 
inconveniences to which they may be sub- 
jected. ‘This situation is explained clearly 
by S. M. Kennard, President of the Busi- 
ness-Men’s League of St. Louis, in,a pub- 
lished interview yesterday, in which he 
says: 

Those men who are having trouble in getting 
rooms for colored delegates have only themselvee 
to blame. When we got the convention we pledged 
ourselves to take care of the colored men, and we 
are going to do it. But those who waited until the 
last minute will have to take what they can get, so 
long as it is clean and good. White men cannot 
get accommodations at the hotels now, They are 
all filed up for convention week. But we will 
take care of the colored men, as we said we would. 

It was pointed out months ago that the 
hotel accommodations of St. Louis would be 
found inadequate to sleep and feed so large 
a crowd as the convention would draw 
there. It is easily understood how these be- 
lated applicants for rooms must fare less 
comfortably than those who applied early; 
but it is manifestly unjust to ascribe to a 


“ drawing of the color line in St. Louis” an . 
inability to provide the better class of ac, 
commodations for the dilatory colored dele- 


gates when the dilatory white delegates are 
sharing the same annoyances. There is un- 
doubtedly a certain pro-slavery element in 
St. Louis, as there has been always, and it 
is possible that it has some representation 
among the Democratic landlords of hotels, 
but the preponderating liberal Republican 
element absolutely nullifies any serious at- 
tempts at discrimination, and there can be a 
general confidence that the pledges given at 
Washington will be scrupulously observed. 
In fact, there is a disposition to even strain 
a point in caring for the colored visitors to 
avoid even the suspicion of unfair discrim- 
ination. Additional assurance is given in 
an interview with Maj. Rainwater, evoked 
by the “ color line ’ charge. Init he says: 


You may say positively that we can get places 
for the lodging and feeding of all the colored dele- 
gates who apply. I know this and can show it. 
I do not care what difficulties may stand in the 
way, the pledges we made the National committee 
when we asked for the convention will be carried 
out to the letter.’ 

For weeks past I have bombarded the National 
committeemen with letters and telegrams asking 
them to let me arrange for the accommodation of 
their delegates. Especially did I pay attention 
to the Southerners, because I foresaw the difficulty 
we might have in placing the negroes at the last 
minute. Many of them did not reply, and now 
they cannot get the same quarters they might have 
secured had they let us arrange it weeks ago.. 
But every one of them will have a good place to 
sleep and plenty to eat. Dozens of restaurants 
will feed colored delegates during convention 
week. 

To make assurance doubly sure a Chi- 
cago contingent, headed by Joha R. Tan- 
ner, has gone to the scene, and can be re- 
lied on to correct any errors of judgment 
or calculation that may have slipped into 
the arrangements for the care of the dele- 


gates.

REDUCING STREET CAR FARES. | 
The Milwaukee Aldermen show more 


courage than their Chicago brethren. They 
have just passed an ordinance requiring the 
company which owns all the street car lines 
in the city to sell twenty-five tickets for a 
dollar. The company: says it cannot afford 
to do business on a four-ceut fare basis, but 
the Aldermen think differently. ‘The coin- 
pany says the ordinance will not be sus- 
tained by the courts. The Council thinks it 
will be, and at all events is not afraid to 
have the question settled. 

The Milwaukee company, having been 


overstocked and overbonded, had to go into, 


the hands of a receiver. It has been reor- 
ganized and some of the water squeezed out 
of it. The Chicago companies, though their 
stock has been diluted to the last degree, 
are not bankrupt, but are paying heavy divi- 
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‘formed as to their power they would have 
asked the Corporation Counsel before this 
why he did not make a report. 

The trouble with the Chicago City Coun- 
cil is that it is too loyal to the street railroad 
companies in all cases where the interests 
of the people are involved. Aldermen 
blackmail the companies when they can 
and fill their own pockets, but they are true 
to those companies on all other occasions. 

Milwaukee has better Aldermen. ‘The 
representatives of the people in that city are 
not afraid to demand of the roads a reasona- 
ble rate of fare for the people. It is un- 
fortunate that the Chicago Aldermen have 
not equal courage. 


WHEAT NOT AFFECTED BY SILVER. 

One of the commonest statements of the 
free silvyerite cranks is that “ silver has not 
fallen in comparison with other property.” 
They tell the farmers that a pound of silver 
will buy -as much wheat now as it would in 
1878, and that if wheat has fallen one-half 
in price since that year it is owing to the 
gold standard. The farmers are told that 
they get less for all their products because 
of the “ crime of 1873,” and that free coin- 
age would give them the alleged higher 
prices of that “ crime ” period. ' 

Mr. L. G. Powers, the chief of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics of Minnesota, has been 
looking up the prices paid the wheat grow- 
ers of his State from 1862 to 1895, and has 
brought out some interesting facts. He 
shows that while the London price has 
fallen about 40 per cent since 1871-74, 
wheat being 176 1-3 cents per bushel during 
that period, the farmer got during 1891-'94 
only 15 per cent less. The difference is ac- 
counted for by the reduction in the cost of 
transportation, which has been very great. 

During 1862-66, before the bosh 
“crime’”’ was committed, the gold price of 
wheat on the farm was 56% cents per 
bushel, or 544 cents less than during 1891- 
04, 

During 1871-’74 the London price was 
176 1-3 cents per bushel, and the Minne- 
sota price 73 cents. The cost of transporta- 
tion was 105 cents per bushel. 

During 1879 to 1882 the London price was 
149 cents per bushel, and the Minnesota 
farmer got 02 1-5 cents, The cost of trans- 
portation had fallen to 764% cents per 
bushel, The Minnesota farmer got a quar- 
ter more than in 1871-’74 in spite of the 
fudge “crime.” He got more because 
European harvests were bad, and therefore 
the demand was great for American wheat. 

During 1883-86 the Minnesota farmer 
got 641-5 cents per bushel in gold. For 
the next three years he got 73 2-5. During 
1891 to 1894 he got a fraction over 62 cents 
per bushel in gold. The London price went 
down to 106 cents at the same time. That 
was due, however, largely to further reduc- 
tion in transportation rates. The difference 
in price between Minnesota and London has 
fallen from. 110 1-3 cents-in 1873 to 33 cents 
per bushel in 1895, 

These figures show that while the value 
of silver was steadily fallitig from 1873 to 
1895 the price received on the farm for 
wheat has been rising and falling accord- 
ing to the demand for it abroad. The price 
has not been affected by the decline in sil- 
ver one way or the other, but has been 
governed altogether by demand and supply 
and cost of transportation. When crops 
were short in Europe prices went up in that 
continent. When ‘Argentina, India, Rus- 
sia, and other countries poured great quan- 
tities of wheat into the European market 
prices weht down as might naturally be ex- 
pected, the moonshine “ crime of 1873” 
having nothing more to do with the price of 
wheat than it had on the wheat market of 
the planet Mars. 

Mr. Powers has also shown that the aver- 
age gold value of the corn, wheat, and oats 
raised by the Illinois farmers was $13.69 a 
ton in gold from 1862 to 1866. From 1871 
to 1874 it was $14.40 per ton. From 1879 
to 1882, during the period of great scarcity 
in Europe, the price was $17.72 a ton in 
gold, and from 1891 to 1894 it was $14.61 a 
ton in gold. Hence farmers’ prices have 
been rather better since the “ crime” was 
committed than before it, and yet the con- 
sumers have had to pay less. That is be- 
cause freight rates have been lowered by 
reason of improvements in transportation. 

If the tons of freight moved in the fiscal 
year 1893 had had to pay the transporta- 
tion rates of 1873 the cost to the consumers 
would have been 999% millions more than it 
actuallly was. Lower rates saved consum- 
‘ers that vast sum.

Assess all such lands and lots as have been listed 
by the County Clerk and not assessed by the As- 
sessor. Said board may make such alterations in 
the deecriptions of real property as it shall deem 


necessary. 
It would be better, however, for the board 


to advance the. Assessor the money he 
needs, and get it back when the taxes are 
collected next year. The banks which hold 
the county funds and are making money out 
of the use of them ought to be willing to 
advance the Assessor the $40,000 he re- 
quires, and for which an appropriation has 
been made, and will be paid next year.

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THE ART INSTITUTE’S ANNUAL REPORT. 

The report for the year ending June 1, 
which the trustees of the Art Institute 
have just issued, shows the institute to be 
in the enjoyment of only fair prosperity. 
“The last year,” it says, “ was very active 
as regards art interests, but without 
marked events in the business history of the 
institution, By careful management the 
earnings nearly paid the current expenses.” 
The total receipts for the year from both 
the museum and the school departments 
amounted to $71,840. Total expenses were 
$76,557, leaving a total deficit of $4,716. 
The deficit of $9,201 in the museum de- 
partment was partly made up by a surplus 
from the school of $4,485. 

Considering the long continued business 
depression, this is a remarkable showing for 
an institution which is always necessarily 
among the first to feel the bad effects of a 
money stringency. But it must be bettered 
another year if the Art Institute is to con- 
tinue its usefulness and extend its good work 
in the community. The appeal of the di- 
rector and trustees for an endowment 
should be heeded. The Art, Institute has 
not a dollar of endowment (but instead a 
debt of $205,500). It receives no aid from 
city or State. It has managed to struggle 
along and pay with difficulty from its earn- 
ings the expenses of maintenance from 
year to year. It is a noteworthy fact that 
this is the only large art museum of its 
kind in the world of which such a thing 
can be said. All the art museums of the 
Old World are maintained by heavy en- 
dowment or governmental support. Of the 
other leading museums in America, the 
Metropolitan Museum of New York City 
had in 1894 an' endowment of $580,000, 
which is probably much larger now. HBe- 
sides this all cost of building extension, in- 
Stallation of collections, service, heating, 
lighting, etc., is borne by the City of New 
York, leaving all earnings of the museum 
to be expended wholly upon the acquisi- 
tion of new collections. The Pennsylvania 
Academy of Fine Arts in Philadelphia has 
an endowment of $296,000. The Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts has a $420,000 en- 
dowment, and the Cincinnati Museum 
$252,000. The new Carnegie Museum at 
Pittsburg has a liberal endowment and.an 
income of $50,000 a year for the purchase 
of works of art. 

The Art Institute of Chicago has not one 
cent. Yet the number of. visitors to our 
museum has exceeded that of the Metropol- 
itan and been more than double the attend- 
ance of any other art museum in America. 
It has the largest and best art school in 
the country. But its museum, as the trus- 
tees point out, “ is far from being worthy of 
the city, and compared with the ideal of such 
an institution or even with the best exist- 
ing institutions is little more than the out- 
line of a great art museum,” 

The past efforts of the institute’s officers 
and their present determination to establish 
‘an art museum and educational institu- 
tion upon the broadest basis and the most 
comprehensive scale,”’ are worthy of praise 
and support. The recommendations of Di- 
rector French for the increasing of the in- 
stitute’s usefulness are all sane and sensi- 
ble. But none of them can be carried out 
without money. Who will give the first 
$100,000 toward an endowment that shall 
make them possible?

service.

Some bad men 
will be drawn, for not all the persons whose 
names are on the registry books will make 
good jurors, but the percentage of hard 
cases -will be a great deal smaller than it 
is now. :

STUDENTS HAVE A SAY. 


MR. HARPER SANCTIONS FORMATION 
OF ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION, 


University of Chicago Boys Will Have 
Charge of the Athletic Teams and 
Field Days and the Finances Are to 
Mie Controlled by the Faculty—They 
Are to Work in Harmony with 
Staga—Constitution Is Drawn Up 
and Will Be Voted On. 


The desire for a student athletic associa- 
tion, which has lately become so strong at 
the University of Chicago seems on the verge 
of being gratified. About a month ago 
President Harper put into effect a new or- 
ganization of the student body of the uni- 
versity, which gives them a _ voice in 
their own government. Ever since that 
time the Senior College Council has been at 
work preparing plans for an athletic asso- 
ciation. This has been done with the con- 
sent of the President and after much con- 
sultation with Prof. Stagg. 

The plan is intended to give the manage- 
ment of the teams, field, etc., into the hands 
of the students, while the finances, though 
nominally under control of the students, are 
really in charge of the faculty. It is hoped 
that the combination of student enthusiasm 
with the experience of the director of physi 
cal-culture, Mr. Stagg, will, on the one hand, 
insure success on the athletic field, and, on 
the other, keep finances on a sound basis. 
University athletics have always been self- 
supporting hitherto and it is intended to 
keep them so. 

The following constitution will be laid be- 
fore the Student Council tomorrow and if 
they act favorably it will be presented for 
a at the next meeting of the fac- 
ulty: 


Art. 1. This body shall be known as the Uni- 
versity of Chicago Athletic Association. 

Art. 2. The object of this association shall be to 
regulate the general athletic interests of the uni- 
omy and to take charge of the university ath- 
letic unds and property. 

Art. 3. This association shall consist of the offi- 
cers and the Board of Control. 

Art. 4. The officers of this association shall be 
a President, Vice-President, Secretary, Graduate 
Treasurer, and an Executive committee of nine 
composed of the above officers, the director of 
physical culture, ex-officio, and the managers of 
the baseball, football, track, and tennis teams. 

. 5. The Board of Control shall be the Board 
of Physical Culture, plus one representative from 
each of the graduate, divinity, senior, and junior 
colleges. 

Art. 6. The officers of this association shall be 
elected at the regular semi-annual meetings held 
mtg the first week in May and December of each 

‘Art. 7—Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Presi- 
dent to preside at all meetings of the association 
to appoint all committees not otherwise provided 
for, and to make arrangements for and call the 
regular meetings. 

cc. 2, The Vice-President shall perform all the 
duties of the President in the absence of the latter. 

Sec. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
keep full and accurate minutes of all meetings of 
the association and of the Executive committee. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Graduate 
Treasurer to keep full and accurate record of all 
receipts and expenditures, and, under the direc- 
tion of*the Executive committee, to advance 
money to the various managers for necessary ex- 
penditures. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Executive com- 
mittee to take entire charge of all property be- 
longing to the interests of the university, the fleld 
grand stand, track, etc., and to keep them in good 
order and repair. 

Sec. 6. The Executive committee shall decide all 
disputed questions relating to the use of the ath- 
letic grounds on any particular date. 

Sec. 7. The Executive committee shall consult 
the Board of Control on all ee involving the 
expenditure of large sums of money, and on ques- 
ticns of intercollegiate relations and policy. 

Art. 8. The Board of Control shall pass upon all 
matters of poner relating to university athletics, 
the election of all managérs and Captains, and on 
the personnel of the teams which represent the 
university. This board shall formulate the policy 
of the university in any matter which may come 
up between the university and any other institu- 
tion, or on any question in intercollegiate athletic 
relations. 

Art. 8. The managers and Captains of the vari- 
ous teams shall be elected as follows: The mana- 

ers of baseball, track athletics, and tennis shal! 

elected at the December meeting. The manager 
of the football team shall be elected at the May 
meeting. The several Captains shall! be elected not 
later than one week from the end of the season, by 
the members of the several teams who have taken 
part in championship games. 

Art. 10. No election shall be valid until approved 
by the Board of Control. 

Art. 11—Sec. 1. The managers of e various 
teams shall have full charge of and be Weld by the 
Graduate Treasurer accountable for all money re- 
ceipts and expenditures concerned in the proper 
management of the ——? 

Sec. 2. Each managef shall have charge of the 
guarantees, sale of tickets for games, and ex- 
penses of trips and outfits. 

Sec. 3. No manager shall make terms or dates 
with any team or organization except with the 
consent and under the direction of the director of 
physical culture. 

Art. 12. It shall be the duty of the director of 
payetcss culture to make all dates, terms, and 

nancial arrangements for games, either person- 
ally or through the various managers as he may 
see fit. He shall, under the direction of the Board 
of Control, make out all schedules for the various 
brenches of athletics.

Washington, D. C., June 9.—The board ap-

| CONFERENCE OF BOARDS OF HEALTH. 


Eleventh Annual Convention of Del- 
egates from Cities of the United 
States and Canada. 


Seventy-five delegates from as many cities 
in the United States and Canada will begin 
the eleventh annual Nationa! Conference of 
State Boards of Health at the Auditorium 
this morning. The sessions will continue 
three days. Some of the best experts in 
Sanitation are present and will take part in 
the discussions. 

The: headquarters of the delegates have 
been fixed at the Auditorium. Arrange- 
ments for the conference have been made 
by a local committee consisting of William 
R. Kerr, Commissioner of Health; Dr. John 
W. Scott, Secretary of the Illinois State 
Board; and Dr. Frank W. Reilly, Assistant 
Commissioner of Health. Dr. J. N. Taylor, 
Crawfordsville, Ind., will preside at all the 
sessions. 

The program for the three days, as ar- 
ranged, but subject to such changes as may 
be necessary, is as follows: 

At this morning’s session Gov. Altgeld and 
Mayor Swift are on the program for ad- 
dresses of welcome. Dr. Taylor will respond. 
There will also be reports of the Committee 
on Vaccine Farms and on the sanitary work 
in the various States.

—Increase in Traffic Due to the 
Opening of the Coliseum—Local 
Stocks Are Dull but Firm. 

j City railway directors are credited with a 
desire to buy the ordinance.now held by the 
General Blectric. There was a meeting of 
the directors last Saturday and it was con- 


grams to be sent to some absent members 
summoning them to Chicago. It was ru- 
mored yesterday this meeting was held for 
the purpose of considering a proposition which 
had been made for the sale of the ordinance 
to the company. This rumor was denied 
by the members of the board, who said the 
meeting was held for an entirely different 
purpose. They say no negotiations are 
under way for the purchase of the ordinance 
and that before the courts are through with 
the matter the franchise of the General 
Electric will not be worth the paper on which 


it is written, 
Stockholders in the City railway are not 
all in accord with, the members of the Board 
of Directors, or at least they talk differently. 
There are a good many holders of stock 
who have been free in their criticism of the 
directors for allowing matters to progress 
to the present point. The General Electric 
ordinance has been a bone of contention ever 
since its passage some months ago. Itisa 
pretty generally understood fact the ordi- 
nance was passed in the interests of a group 
of politicians, who secured it not with the idea 
of building and operating a line, but for the 
purpose of selling it to the highest bidder. 
It was believed the City railway would pay 
liberally for the ordinance either before or 
after it was passed. Fifty thousand dollars 
was the price said to have been set on the 
ordinance before its passage, and this the 
directors of the City railway refused to pay. 
They are all men of integrity and they re- 
fused to be a party to such a transaction. 
Then, too, they seemed to believe the ordi- 
nance would never pass, and if it should pass 
and they were compelled in self-defense to 
purchase it it could be done for less than 
$50,000, The ordinance was passed despite 
the protests of the City railway people and 
despite the accusations of fraud and forgery 
in connection with the frontage petitions. 


Ordinance Now in Legitimate Hands. 


The General Electric ordinance has, it is 
said, passed into the hands of the Love Trac- 
tion company, of which J. Pierpont Morgan 
is one of the principal backers. It is said 
the ordinance was sold for $150,000, and if 
this is the case it is a serious question to the 
City railway company if it can secure it at 
any price. The Love Traction company was 
credited with having bought the ordinance 
tor the purpose of constructing and operat- 
ing a road under its provisions. If this is 
the case it will hardly be for sale to the City 
railway, unless at a considerable advance 
over the purchase price. If the owners of 
the ordinance should build a line under it 
running down Custom-House and Plymouth 
place and Dearborn street it would give the 
City railway a competitor in a fleld which 
has practically been its own since street 
cars were first run in Chicago. There will 
be nothing to prevent the General Electric 
from putting in cross-town lines which 
would parallel the present cross-town lines 
of the City railway. Arrangements have 
already been made, it is claimed, for connec- 
tions with the lines of the Englewood and 
Chicago, and the Calumet Electric. It would 
have a field which would be profitable tothe 
General Electric and at the same time a 
source of annoyance and loss to the Chicago 
City railway company. 

The effect of the General Electric ordi- 
nance has been felt in the stock market. 
City railway stock, which sold six months 
ago as high as 320 and which sold in 1892 at 
476, has declined to less than 250. Yesterday 
there were sales of 50 shares at 258 and a 
closing sale of 8 shares at 260. 

Thetwo committees representing the Alley 
“ L"’ are no nearer a settlement today than 
they were three months ago. The commit- 
tee representing the extension bondholders 
seems unable to agree, owing to the opposi- 
tion of one ofits members. Joseph Leiter, 
who represents his father, L. Z. Leiter, on 
the committee, offered a substitute plan of 
reorganization some time ago which, it is 
said, would have met with the approval of 
the members of this committee. He has 
since withdrawn the plan, and as the mem- 
bers of the committee must be unanimous 
in their support of any plan, his objection is 
sufficient to prevent reorganization. 

The Alley * L.” is doing an increased busi- 
ness as a result of the opening of the Coli- 
seum. The day of the opening of Buffalo 
Bill’s “ Wild West” show there were 12,000 
more passengers carried than on the corre- 
sponding day of the previous week. The in- 
crease for the second day was 5,500, and for 
the third day 10,000. This makes a substan- 
tial increase in the passenger traffic of the 
line and makes more stable the position of 
the extension bondholders, as all the traffic 
to and from the Coliseum must be credited 
to the Sixty-third etreet line.

Western ratlroad managers are much ex-/ 
ercised over the persistent cutting of freight 
rates by association lines. Executive offi- 
cers of all the Chicago-Missouri River and 
Chicago-St. Paul lines were in session yes- 
terday to find means whereby uniform 
freight rates could be maintained and the 
discrimination so long practiced against this 
city stopped. So far, however, no plan has 
been found to obviate the troubles of the 
roads. 

The efforts made during the last year to 
enforce the Western trunk lines’ pooling 
agreement have all been in vain, and it is 
found impossible to bring about an evening 
up of percentages. Unless something is 
done at once to bring about a settlement of 
existing difficulties the pool will go to pieces 
and a serious rate war will be inaugurated. 

The Chicago roads have been earnest in 
their endeavors to maintain rates, and to 
their reluctance to meet the cut rates made 
by the other roads is due the discrimination 
against Chicago business interests. The 
worst cutting of rates has and is still being 

racticed by the lines having Eastern out- 

ets via St. Louis, St. Paul, and other points, 
and as long as the Chicago lines fail to make. 
equally low rates to Chicago the business in- 
terests of this city will continue to suffer. 

Chicago merchants and shippers are de- 
termined to stop the discrimination against 
them, and the Board of Trade committee re- 
cently appointed has notified the railroads 
that unless equally low rates are granted 
to and via Chicago as are granted to the 
other Western and Northwestern cities re- 
tallative measures would soon be adopted. 


LOCAL FREIGHT AGENTS IN SESSION. 


Ninth Annual Convention of the Na- 
tional Association Meets. 

The ninth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Local Freight Agents’ 
Associations was calleq to order in Parlor 
B of the Tremont House at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning.

The wives and daughters of the delegates 
were taken in charge by the Ladies’ Recep- 
tion committee and were given a carriage 
ride through the parks and boulevards of 
the city. The evening was spent at Hooley’s 
Theater. 

The convention will open this morning 
with a discussion of submitted topics on 
technical subjects connected with the 
freight business. Those in search of amuse- 
ment will be taken in the forenoon to the 
Art Institute. In the afternoon, at 2 o’clock, 
the entire party will leave via a special train 
on the Santa Fé to visit the drainage canal. 


MAY DISRUPT THE ASSOCIATION. 


Transcontinental Lines Harrassed by 
the Seo and Canadian Pacific. 

A call was issued yesterday for a special 
meeting of the Transcontinental Passenger 
Associdtion to be held in this city on June 
18. The principal object of the meeting is 
to take action in regard to the notice of 
withdrawal from the association recently 
given by the Canadian Pacific’s Soo line. 
The withdrawal of the latter would make the 
maintenance of the agreement a difficult 
task, and strong efforts are being made to 
bring about a settlement of the trouble. 

The Soo line demands a differential rate 
of $2.50 on first-class and $5 second-class 
on all transcontinental business and this 
the other roads are not ready to grant. Most 
of the roads are bitterly opposed to the prin- 
ciple of differential rates and rather than 
concede such rates to any lines will permit 
the inauguration of a rate war. 

The Canadian Pacific’s demand to be per- 
mitted to withdraw its local business from 
the agreement is also likely to cause a rup- 
ture, as the Chairman has already ruled 
that the demand cannot be complied with. 


Low Rate for Chicago Convention. 

General Passenger Agents of the Chicago- 
Missouri River lines decided yesterday to 
make the same reduced one-way rates be- 
tween Chicago and Council Bluffs and 
Omaha during the National Democratic con- 
vention in this city next month as have been 
agreed upon to be in effect between Chicago 
and Kansas City, Leavenworth, Atchison, 
and St. Joseph. This will make the one-way 
rate for delegates and others attending the 
convention $7 Chicago to Council Bluffs, and 
$7.25 Chicago to Omaha. 


Wabash Expenses to Be Reduced. 

W. S. Lincoln, for many years Chief En- 
gineer of the Wabash railroad, has resigned, 
and Sidney Emerson has been appointed to 
his position. Mr. Emerson says there has 
been great extravagance in the department, 
and thinks he can reduce expenses fully-20 
per cent.

Franklin’s Neglected Grave. 

Warner, Ill., June 8.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J]—Permit me to congratulate you on 
your noble gift to Lincoln Park “ Of Frank- 
lin in Bronze.”” From my boyhood days in 
Massachusetts I have been a great admirer 
of Benjamin Franklin, and now as a citizen 
of Illinois I am proud of the honor to his 
memory of your generous gift. 

A few years ago while in Philadelphia I 
inquired for the grave of Franklin of an 
intelligent looking merchant whose store 
was within three blocks of the grave. He 
answered that “he could not tell me: had 
never heard of him; thought his grave must 
be out about seven miles.’’ I found the 
churchyard inclosed with a brick wall, an 
opening in the wall, bars of iron crossing, 
and I saw two little marble headstones so 
chipped and covered with moss as to make 
the carv illegible. They were less than 
two feet high, I think. As I locked below 
these headstones there was a coarse, cheap- 
looking marble slab, perhaps four feet by 
eight, apparently laid over two graves. The 
inscription on it, as if scratched by a boy 
with an old file, was in part: 


*“ Benjamin 
' & 


Deborrah 
Etc. 


I cannot express the chagrin I felt. I wrote 
the vestrymen of that church that when 
they were ready to erect a suitable granite 
monument at the grave of one of the great- 
est men that America ever produced to call 
on me for a contribution of $100, which has 
not been called for, and I suppose his grave 
today remains in the same neglected, un- 
cared-for condition. I thank you that 
through you visitors to your beautiful Lin- 
coln Park will be reminded of Benjamin 
Franklin.

Baltimore News (Dem.): The silver men 
are having a most hilarious good time just 
now. They fee] sure of capturing the Demo- 
cratic convention completely, and they just- 
ly hold that if they should have control of 
it their policy should be to declare out-and- 
out for free coinage at 16 to 1 and to put up 
free coinage champions for their candidates. 
On the issue se made they hope to sweep the 
West and the South, and thus carry the 


Presidency. 

There seems, on the faceof it, some reason 
for this expectation. The cheap money men 
are the ones whose voices resound through 
the land. The gold standard men have no 
bright visions of wonderful prosperity to 
spread before the eyes of the peopie. They 
are mere conservatives. Times are bad, and 
all they can say is that reckless tampering 
with the money standard will make them 
worse, while a settlement of the money ques- 
tion will make them gradually better. This 
is not very inspiring talk and, moreover, it 
is answered on the part of the discontented 
with the cry that times could not be worse— 
though this is evidently false, for they have 
been worse, they are worse in other coun- 
tries, and they may easily become vastly 
worse with us. The silver advocates, on the 
other hand, say that the free coinage of 
silver will remove the root of the trouble, 
and that good times will come back a 
rush if only plenty of cheap money is turned 
out by the government, In times of distress 
any such promise is welcomed without much 
examination of ite basis, and the prospects 
are that the enthusiasm of the silverites will 
continue in full force for the next few weeks. 

Supposing, however, that the Republican 
‘party declares unequivocally for the main- 
tenance of the gold standard, while the 
Democrats are equally clearly committed 
to silver, the course of events from the 
adjournment of the Democratic convention 
to the November election can be pretty 
clearly foreseen. The hurrah once over, the 
sober-minded portion of the community will 
begin to be hea again. The first thing 
they will do is to realize, and to insist that 
everybody else shall realize, just what the 
16-to-1 platform means.

PUBLIC SPIRITED CITIZENS WILL 
COME TO THE RESCUE. 


Assessor Hepburn Gives the Names of 
Three Who Have Stepped Into the 
Breach and Says He Will Take a 
Day Off to Find Others—Controller 
Wetherell Says He Has Little Fear 
That the Tangled Condition of 
Things Will Not Be Unraveled. 

Affairs in the South Town have taken a 
turn for the better, although the Assessor 
is still a long way from being out of the 

sea of trouble in which he was swamped a 

week ago and in which he has since been 

helplessly floundering. He is simply near- 
ing shallow water and hopes soon to reach 
the shore. 

* Three of the most substantial men in the 


town,” said Mr. Hepburn yesterday; “ haves 


stepped into the breach and will see the 
South Town through its difficulties. These 
men are Levi Z. Leiter, C. B. Farwell, and 
O. D. Wetherell. I cannot yet state positive- 
ly the exact form the relief thus offered will 
take. The details have not been arranged. 
But I am in position to say the assessment 
in the South Town will be made through 
the facilities thus granted me, 

“I am going to take a day off from office 
work Wednesday and devote the time to 
seeing other public-spirited citizens and in 
perfecting the plans so far outlined.” 

The Assessor was asked if he would use 
the Mayor’s tax commission report in mak- 
ing up his assessment. 

He repliéd: ‘To a certain extentonly. It 
will be useful to me asa guide reference, but 
I shall not adopt any large portion of it or 
depend on it absolutely in any way. In this 
I shall be governed by the wishes of the Real 
Estate Board. 

“A committee of that body—Messrs. Birk- 
hoff, Dreyer, Jackson, and Bond—has found 
the report too full of errors to make {ft of any 
great value to me. But in making the as- 
sessment I will take it, reject the portions 
that are bad, and adopt the good.”’ 

Controller Wetherell was asked for details 
of the arrangements made for the settlement 
of the tangled affairs of the South Town. 

“So far as I know,’’ he said, “ none have 
been reached, but personally I have little 
fear we will not receive the taxes. We sim- 
ply must have ‘them, and ways must be 
devised to make the assessment. As I have 
previously asserted, failure to collect the 
South Town tax means bankruptcy for the 
city. 

‘ Figure it this way: Everybody will agree 
on the necessity of reg ony | the Police 
and Fire Departments. These branches of 
the local government cost the city some 
$5,000,000, which is within $3,000,000 of the 
probable amount we should receive from the 
South Town. Without the South Town tax 
it would be utterly Impossible to keep up 
these departments, which are as essential 
to the well-being of the city as is food to 
the existence of a human being. The wildest 
flight of a vivid fancy could not paint an 
overdrawn picture of Chicago without police 
and fire protection. . : 

‘‘ As I said, I do not know how the matter 
will be settled, but I am confident some sat- 
isfactory arrangement will be made. It must 
be. The salvation of the city depends on it, 
and in an emergency of this kind Chicago's 
— citizena have never failed 

er.”’ 


WEST TOWN BOARD’S DILEMMA. 


Assurance Given That Bonds for $200,- 
000 Shall Be Made Good. 

Changes in the West Town Board have 
caused serious inconvenience to the Board 
of West Park Commissioners. 

In July, 1895, $600,000 in West Park bonds 
were issued. These bonds must be signed 
by both boards. This was done on the day 
the bonds were issued. 

Since that time the West Town Board has 
undergone several changes. 

Bids for these bonds to the amount of 
$200,000 were recently asked for and the bid 
of Lamprecht Bros. & Co. of Cleveland, O., 
was accepted. 

When the bonds were examined by the 
firm’s counsel he advised that they be re- 
fused on the ground that they were not 
signed by town officials now in office. 

Supervisor Miller of the West Town Board 
yesterday assured the Park Board that he 
would call a special meeting of the Town 
Board that the bonds might be signed by 
the present officers, and the bidders will be 
held to their contract.
